The natives from their ele- 
vation trace the deceptive course of the 
buffalo by watching the bending of the 
bush, and ‘report from time to time the 
position of the beast, so that the hunter 
is prepared when the animal breaks 
cover, The charge of the buffalo is 
like a thunderbolt, and a lunge from its 
horns fs nearly always fatal, even. if 
the hunter is rescued before being 
trampled to death. The deception prac- 
ticed by the buffalo is attributed to an 
instinct which tells the animal that it is 
quite vulmerable to a bullet. 

The rhinoceros is dreaded because no 
hunter knows when and where he will 
find the antmal. dts habits of secluding 
itself in unsuspected haunts makes it 
the nightmare of the hunter. Not able 
to see beyond a few feet, its attack is 
guided by ita sense of smell and aided 
by remarkably acute hearing.

Chinese Woman Wanted to 
Die Last, So She Had the 
Emperor Kill Himself—She 
Died About Twenty-Four 
Hours Later. 


London, March 13.—The sinister 
rumors afloat at the time of his death 
that the late emperor of China, Kwang 
Su, did not die of natural causes, re- 
ceive confiemation from a remarkable 
Story published in the Paris Revue, 
which that journal states it has received 
from unimpeachable sources tn Pekin. 

Ever since the discovery of his plot 
to intern the Dowager Eympress, the em- 
peror had led a miserable existence, and 
was China’s ruler in nothing but name. 

It appears, according to the account 
Published in the Revue, that the Empess 
Dowager Tau-Hsi had formed a fixed re- 
solve that her imperial nephew should 
precede her to the tomb. Consequently, 
when ghe felt her own dissolution ap- 
proaching, she convoked the grand 
council on Nowermber 4, and H was de 
cided that as Kwang Su hed no male 
ieeue the infant son of his younger 
brother Tchoun should be named suc- 
cessor, with Tichoun as regent. 

When the grand council had broken 
up the. Dowager Empress summoned 
Yuan Ohi Kai, the emperor's most dead- 
ly ememy, together with Prince Bsing, 
the head of the tmperial family, and 
the chief of the Bunachs of the palace. 

As a result of this sinister conclave, 
it was announced that Kwang Su was 
dangerously iff from heart disease, and 
the offers of the foreign legations to 
send their doctors were firmly de- 
clined. 

Deadly Alternatives. 
At 10 O'clock next morning the Chief

PLATINUM USED 
TO COUNTERFEIT 


Millions of Worthless 


Coins in Use. 


Such Fine Representations Are 
Some of Them That the 
British Government Has Au- 
thorized Their Redemption 
at Bullion Value. 


London, March 138.—The unusual oc- 
currence of a counterfeit coin . bringing 
far more than the value it was origina!l- 
ly intended to represent by its makers 
took place recently, when a curious 
Spanish doubloon of Charles IV of Spain, 
dated 1801, wae sold for $60 at a sale of 
old coins at the Collectors’ Club in New 
York. 

The coin was of excellent workman- 
ship, and there was really no striking 
difference between it and the genuine. 
But instead of being struck in gold it 
was composed of platinum of the purest 
quality, which had been gilded. 

The intrinsic value of the Spanish 
doubloon in gold is just over $15. The 
platinum counterfeit weighs 420 grains, 
which, at the prevailing market rate, 
would give this piece an intrinsic value 
of about $17.50. 

Platinum was @ favorite metal with 
counterfeiters some years ago, when its 
intrinsic value was about $6.25 an ounce. 
Many spurioug ‘te | and twenty- 
dollar United States 1@ pieces were 
turned out, ¢hiefiy | of this met- 
al. The coifs of Great Britian were also 
tampered with in the same manner. 
| Spanish coins ‘have been much counter- 
feited, perhaps more than the coins of 
any other country. Even at the present 
time Spain is redeeming counterfeit 
5-peseta pleces. These coins were made 
by private persons and were equal to the 
regular government coins in point of 
fineness and weight, the manufacturers 
being satisfied with the Seigniorage or 
difference between the face value of the 
coin and its value in bullion silver. 

So difficult are these illegal coins to 
distinguish from the genuine that the 
government has authorized their redemp- 
tion at bullion value. It is said that 
but little distinction has been made in 
Spain between the regular issues and the 
counterfeits, the two issues being ac- 
cepted freely everywhere, and it is de- 
clared that ® is not at all unlikely 
that a fair proportion of the 600,000,000 
5-peseta pieces held in reserve by the 
Bank of Spain is made up of the coun- 
terfeit coin. 

Some years ago when silver had a 
much higher value than at present a 
counterfeit Mexican dollar came into the 
possession of the United States assayers 
at the Philadelphia mint. They assayed 
the coin and found ft to be worth in- 
trinsically about $/.50. It seems that 
the mine from which the counterfeiters 
got their metal produced silver that was 
very strong in gold. Thus the forgers

Prohibition’s Growth. 

Prohibition in !909 still retains its 
Place ag the chief economic issue in @ 
vast majority of the states. The prog- 
ress has been steady, and there are few 
states where there is not an organized 
fight against the saloon. 

Although public morals is undoubtedly 
the basis of the fight, yet it is an eco- 
nomic issue that & has attained its 
greatest success. Particularly is this 
the case in the south, where prohibition 
has met with widest success. They need 
the negro to work the farms, and they 
know that so long as he can procure 
whisky in the towns he will not live in 
the country. Therefore, the southern 
business man is a prohibitionist for 
business reasons. Similarly, he fights 
against cocaime and other drugs. 

The situation to date summed up is as 
follows: Nearly two-thirds of the terri- 
tory of the United States and nearly one- 
half the population are under some form 
of prohibition protection: 25,000,000 
people in the south are under prohibi- 
tion; ninete «ities of 10,000 or over are 
dry; 300 cities of 5,000 each or over.

Tokio, 1909.—I simane tell you what the 
Japanese are doing in Formosa. Uncie 
Sam” is much interested in that island; 
and Gecretary Taft recerytly sent a com- 
mission of the War Department tc £0 
through it and report to him with a view 
to improvements in our policy in man- 
aging the Philippines. Japan got For- 
mosa at the close of its war with China, 
just about five years before the Phibip- 
pines came to us. The island was then 
In the throes of rebellion, and it was 
looked upon as about the poorest pjece 
of property in the far east. It had geet! 
tically been rigs to France anc 
Great Britain and rei used. Its erage 
ants were thought to be only pirates an 
savage head hunters, mixed with the 
lowest grade opium-smoking Chinese. 
and it was turbulent to an extreme. It 
was, if anything, in a worse condition 
than the Philippines when we took — 
of them. After the island was ced . 
to.the Japanese they had to fight thei: 
way ifrom one end of it to the other tuo 
conquer it, and they kept a military es- 
tablishment there for five or six years. 

Formosa in 1909. 

At the same time they began to make 
improvements and to reorganize tne 
country. ‘The island was put under & 
civil administration within less than two 
years after its acquirement, and now at 
the end of thirteen years it is a fixed 
part of the Japanese empire, paying ite 
own financial expenses and rapidly im- 
pfoving along the lines of modern civil- 
ization. In these letiters of mine on the 
awakening of Asia it is thus fitting that 
at least one should be written on the 
awakening of (Formosa. 

In order to tell you how this nation 
of eavages and semi-barbarians has 
been quickened into miodern life, T 
calied this morning on Baron Shimpei 
Goto at ‘his official residence near the 
Shinbeshi ratiroad station here in To- 
kio. Baron Goto is now one of the cab- 
inet of the emperor. He is the minis- 
ter of communications; and as such has 
charge of the railways, telegraphs, 

 ghtoping and other transportation prob- 
lems of Japan. Tt is now over ten 
years since he was made the civil gov- 
ermor of Formosa, and it was largely 
due to him that thet island thas been so 
rapidiy and efficiently reorganized and 
rejuvenated. He was for almost ten 
years in charge of its development, and 
mo one can speak better as to its pres- 
ent situation and its future. 

The Province of Taiwan. 

During our conversation Baron Goto 
brought out a relief map of the island 
and laid it on the table before us. This 
Was of papier mache. It was, I judge, 
about four inches high, ten inches wide 


and two feet long. It accurately repre- 
sented all the ahief features of the 
country, including its cities, railways 
and roads. Baron Goto pointed to the 
Places as he talked so that it was reai- 
ly like taking a trip through Formosa. 
Said he: , 

“We call the island Taiwan. You see 
it is not far from the Philippines, and 
were are a elose neighbor of yours. The 
island is about 300 miles tong, and it 
has an area a little larger than Den- 
mark. This half, facing the east, is 
very mountainous. Many of the ranges 
are steep and some of the mountains 
are higher than amy in Japan: Mt. Nii- 
takayama, which you see here, is higth- 
er than Fuji. It is about equal to Pike's 
peak, and there are other peaks’ of 
12,000 feet and more. . 

“These mountainous regions are the 
homes of the sagave aborigines. Ii: is 
here that the people known as the head 
hunters live. The western part of the 
island, composing a little more than 
ome-third of it, consists. of low alluvial 
Plains. These are tnhaebited by  de- 
scendants of people who came over 
from China. 
lized parts of the island and contain 
the great bulk of the population. It is 
among them that most of our work is 
being done. We have to protect these 
people from the savages and we have 
a Hine of police guarding the mountain 
Slopes from one end of the island to 
the other. They are aided by 
fences beyond which the savages are 
not allowed to go. There are guard- 
houses every half mile or so, and sev- 
eral. thousand guards are always on 
duty. They have rifles and they patroi 
the line between the Zuardhouses, 
challenging all savages who come any- 
where near. If they do not Stop they 
are shot.”’ 

A Big Electric Railway Scheme. 

Pointing to. the model, Baron Goto 
spoke of a big electric proposition which 
— be carried on in the future. Said 

e: 

“You will see that we have built a 
refiroad clear through the western parr 
of the island, running -north and south 
from one end of it to the other. That 
Was completed last year. With its 
branches, it has about two hundred and 
eighty miles of track, and it goes 
through the most thickly populated 
part of the country. It is now run by 
steam, but the water supply is such that 
I believe we shall be able at some time 
to move al! the cars by electricity. 1 
made a study of that problem while I

“Tell me something about the rail- 
roads, your excellency.” 

“When we took possession of the is- 
land we found a little road sixty-two 
miles long running from Kelung to 
Shinchiku. It was in bad condition and 
the route selected was so inconvenient 
that we planned out this line running 
from one end of the island to the other, 
We began work at both ends and push- 
ed forward night and day in order to 
complete it at the earliest possible time. 
Irn places we employed light railways 
temporarily, using Chinese coolies to 
push the cars, . Some parts of the road 
were very difficult to construct. We 
had to carry the'’track across valleys 
on bridges, and to make some very long 
tunnels, but we kept at it and the road 
is now complete. It was our original 
intention to take ten years to build 
the road, but it has been done in much 
less than that.’’ 

“What did the road cost?’ 


‘In the neighborhood of fourteen or 
fifteen million dollars. We shall build 
branch roads here and there and. shall 
open up the whole of the settled part 
of the island through railways.” 


aR Big Changes in Formosa. 
p Reva other improvements have you 
cA. sreat many. We are practically 
making a new island of Taiwan;”’ said 
Dr. Goto. “And what is. more we are 
now making the island pay its own ex- 
penses, and: it will in time pay for all 
its improvements, We are” puttin 
roads everywhere. We ad Mntroduend 
Ppostoffices into all the towns. In 1896 
there were only forty-five places where 
Fostage stamps could be bought 
There are now Six or seven hundred. 
About thirteen million letters and post 
cards, and about five million other pos 
tal packages Zo through. the mails 
every year. We have money order of- 
fices and postal Savings banks with 
tens of thousands of depositors 
We have something iike two 
thousand miles of telegraph - wire 
and about a half million ‘Messages are 
sent over them every year.

“They are very good. The Osaka Sho- 
sen Kaisha has three or four steamers 
a month via Moji. The passage takes 
about four days. There is a regular 
service of steamers around the coast 
of the island and regular connections 
With Fuchan, <Amoy, Swatow and 
Hongkong. As a result of -the good 
steamship communication and our im- 
provements in the island, the commerce 
with Japan is steadily increasing and 
a. large proportion af the foreign goods 
comes from here. The imports of the 
island now amount to in the nétghbor- 
hood of thirty million yen, and the ex. 
ports are considerably more than that. 
More than one-half of the imports come 
from Japan and more than‘ half of the 
exports go there.” 


Sugar, Rice and Tea. 

“Is Formosa a rich island?” 
“Yes,” replied Baron Goto. 
much excellent sofl and it producés 
large crops of tea, rice, Sugar and 
hemp. Almost anything that will grow 
im the Philippine islands will grow 
there. Sugar is proving especially val. 
uable. Some time ago the gavernment 
Imported seven American mills to crush 
the cane and a number of new manu- 
facturing firms have been establisned. 
Sugar hag been raiseg there

dreds of years, and it is still the chief 
crop. The yield is now from twenty to 
forty thousand pounds per acre. 

“As to rice, we are trying to improve 
the product in quantity and quality. 
The people are now raising two crops 
a year in most parts of the island. We 
expect to better the tea also and give 
back to it the high standing which it 
formerly held in the American market. 
The chief variety is known as Oolong. 
It was first sent to America in 1867, 
when it was worth more'than a dollar 
a pound. The annual exports now 
amount.to about 11,000,000 pounds, of 
which Qolong constitutes about one- 
third of the whole. I understand the 
tea is very popular in America, and 
that its sale there might be still great- 
ly increased.”’ 

The Camphor Monopoly. 

“How about the camphor monopoly? 

I understand that Japan supplies the 


world with that drug.” 
“That is true, and it is also true that 


most of the supply comes from For- 
mosa. Within the past year or so 
camphor forests have been discovered 
in. China, and there is a prospect of 
competition -from that country. At 
present we have a monopoly of the 
world’s trade and the government has 
a control of the manufacture and sale 
in order to protect the industry. When 
we took possession of the island we 
found the camphor business in a pre- 
carious state. No efforts were made to 
Spare the trees, and the ecrudest meth- 
cds were employed in the manufacture. 
Now . factories have been established 
in Formosa and Japan, and the most of 
the product goes abroad, either direct 
or through Japanese ports. It used to 
go by way of Hongkong.” 

“How mucb camphor’ does’ the world 
use in a year?” 

‘‘About 8,000,000 pounds. Our revenue 
from it amounts to in’ the neighborhoad 
of $3,500,000 a year. We restrict the

The conversation here turned to the 
opium question. The Japanese do not 
allow opium to be used anywhere except 
in Formosa. None is smoked in Japan 
proper and the authorities believe that 
they have adopted a polity which wii 
eventually wipe out the practice in For- 
mosa. 
ed by - Baron Goto, who is noted as a phy- 
sician and as a sanitary scientist as 
well asa statesman. Said he: 

‘T had had much to do with opium 
patierits prior to my going to Formosa, 
and I knew that_it was a physical im: 
possibility to successfully prohibit the 
opium smoking among those who had 
been addicted to the habit for years. In- 
deed, it is almost impossible to stop the 
use of the drug even when the man him- 
self is anxious to do so. The only way 
to handle the situation, it seemed to me, 
was to have a registered list of those 
addicted to, the practice and to have a 
certain amount of opium sold through 
the government to them by licensed of- 
ficials. (it is a crime to sell opium to 
those who are not so registered, and 
against the law for any one to import Or 
manufacture itt. All this business is a

Through the courtesy of Charles’ T. 
Page, one of the charter members of the 
Forest Citys, of Rockford, Hl., and later 
part owner of the Ohicago National 
Baseball Club, and'now a resident of As- 
lanta, The Constitutton reproduces here- 
with a photograph of the men who par- 
ticipated in the great game of baseball 
Dlayed at Rockford, Ill., on April 13, 
1696, between the Forest Citys and the 
Old Timers. 

The day was known as “Harry Wright 
Day,’’ and it was a memorable ocasion, 
the punpose of the game being -to raise 
enough money to erect a monument in 
honor of the famous ball player, Harry 
Wright. Wright had done as much in 
his day for the perfection and perpetua- 


tion of the game as any man known. 


The day- was a festive occasion. Start- 
ing at 6 o’clock in the morning, the rail- 
roads ran especial trains from Chicago to 
the grounds, a distance of 90 miles, and 
when Umpire ‘Pap” Waldo called, 
“Play ball!” there were 30,000 people in- 
side the grounds. While this size of a 
crowd is rather common nowadays, in 
those days it was a tremendous crowd, 
and aside from their numbers, the en- 
thusiagm ran to a pitch that was won- 
derful and a compliment to the player 
in whose honor the game was played. 

The game started off and was played 
under the old rules, where a runner 
kept scoring until the ball was recov- 
ered, and underhanded balls were 
thrown by the pitcher, and the famous 
‘Ross Barnes foul bunt” was used. For 
those who may want to know what this 
foul bent was, it is described as fol- 
lows: Any ball that struck in front 
of the plate, regardiess of where it 
bounded to afterwards, was still a fair 
gall. Some of the men became so ©x- 
pert on this that they could dump ft In 
front of the plate, and it would go roll- 
ing out foul alongside the base lines 


where no fielders -were stationed, and it 
was on this that several runs were 
made. 

The game lasted but one inning, but 
this inning required three-quarters of an 
hour of play. Mr Page, the gentleman 
mentioned above, was at the bat in the 
opening of the second inning, and hgd 
hit one of the celebrated ‘‘Ross Barnes” 
hits. The umpire called it a foul. As 
there was considerable good-natured 
beefing on that day, Mr. Page kicked. 
“Pap, that was a Ross Barnes foul 
bunt,” he said. “Right you are,” said 
Mr. Waldo, ‘go it, Chariie.” Mr. Page 
started ardund the bases; just as he got 
to second a peal of thunder rent the air, 
and the rain came down in torrents, 
breaking up the game. 

No one seems to remember how many 
runs were made by either side in this 
one inning, but it is thought that up- 
wards to a dozen runs were made. The 
Chicago papers, on April 14, devoted 
their entire first page to describing 
the game, starting at the time the 
players paraded through the streets of 
Chicago previous to going down to 
Rockford for the game, up until after 
the rain broke it up. One of the Chi- 
cago papers, in describing the ending 
of the game, said: “Page hit the ball, 
and as he did the heavens broke and 
such a deluge was never seen before.” 

Some of the best-known ball players 
of their day are in this picture. Ev- 
ery one of them were 40 years or over 
at the time this picture was taken, 
and had retired actively from | the 
game, and now they are in the neigh- 
borhood of 60 years of age. 

The third gentleman from the left is 
Mr. Page, through whose courtesy this 
picture is reproduced. Mr. Page was 
one of the original charter members of 
the Forest Citys of Rockferd, in its 
day the champion team east of the Al- 
leghany mountains. Mr. Page later 


became associated with A. G. Spald- 
ing and Mr. Hart as owners of the 
Chicago National League team,, owning 
same up until they sold it'out to 
Charles P. Taft, a brother of the pres- 
ent president of the United States, and 
owner of The Cincinnati Times-Star at 
this time. Mr. Taft bought the team, 
and Charles Webb Murphy was put at 
the head of it°and has been the head’ 
of the team ever since. ~~ : | 

George Wright, who is standing to 
the right of Mr. Waldo, the ‘elderly 
gentleman in citizens clothes, is a 
brother of Harry Wright, in whose 
honor the game was being played. 


Wright was, with his brother’ Harry, a‘ 


member of the original Red Stockings 
of Cincinnati, back in the early .70’s, 


He was later manager of the Boston’ 
National League team, succeeding, his: 


brother and winning the pennant; that 
year. : 


On the left of Mr. Waldo- is: A. G. 


Spalding, the best-known character be~’ 


fcre the sporting public today. ‘When 
ir his prime, Mr. Spalding was the best 
pitcher who ever strode upon a dia- 
mond, and even up: until. this late: day 
no pitcher has ever approached his per- 
centage of victories won. Mr. Spalding 
has done more to boost the great na- 


tional game of baseball than any other 
man living. He has always stood ‘for 


everything that is honest, square and 
clean. in baseball. Mr. Spalding is a 
man of high character, and itis his 
high character that has always made 
him stand head and shoulders aibove 
the men in the game, and; commanded 
the respect of all classes of people up 
to this very day. 

He was always opposed to Sunday 
ibasehall, and, to the best of the writer’s 
recollection, he has never participated 
in a game of Sunday ball in his life. 

Mr. Page ‘and -Mr. “Spalding were 
school boys together, were raised to- 


,that the Forest Citys were 


the same team, being 
of the Forest Citys, 
of Rockford, I1]l., and Mrs. Spalding is 
a relative of Mr. Page, hence the two 
men have always been close to one 
another, and this intimacy was proaba- 
bly the result of their being associated 
together with the Chicago Nationals. 

While speaking of Mr. Spalding, Mr. 
Page recalled a game of ball pitched 
by Mr. Spalding back in the early 70s 
at Bellvidere, Tll., which the Forest 
Citys, on which team Mr. Spalding was 
pitcher, Mr. Page played first base and 
George King caught, won by the score 
of 56 to 0. .In this game but one of 
the opposing team reached second base, 
and only two men got to first. It was 
along the middle of the game that the 
farmers who were at the game, Bellvi- 
dere being a country town, began bet- 
ting a barrel of apples on whether this 
or that man would reach first, and the 
excitement was intense, as it was seen 
going to 
win the game by such an overwhelming 
score. Mr, Spalding always mentions 
the. game to Mr. Page every time they 
meet. 

The fourth man from the left in the 
Picture is* Dan O'Leary, the famous 
pedestrian. Mr. O’Leary is one of the 
best+known characters ibefore the sport- 
ing ipublic today, and he was also one 
of the charter members of the original 
Forest Citys. 

When the Forest Citys were in. their 
prime there were but three good clubs

In the early ‘°’70s, right after the 
Organization of the Detroits, a tour- 
namoent lasting about a week was held 
at Rockford, Ill., in which all of the 
teams of any consequence participated, 
and prizes were offered. The Detroits 
won the tournament, the Forest Citys 
finished second, and the Excelsiors, of 
Chicago, third. A team from Winne- 
bago, Ill.. composed of country boys, 
won the booby prize, which was a tin 
horn. 

Clark Griffith, the manager of the 
Cincinnati Reds, saw the above pic- 
ture and recognized seVeral of the 
men. He had seen the picture before 
and recognized it at once. He says 
that it was a great game and one that 
will be remembered as long as base- 
ball is in existence as a memorable oc- 
casion in honor of one of the best- 
known players who ever strode on a 
diamond and fraught with intense ex- 
citement all the way through. 

To Rockford, Ill., is due a world of 
credit for the fathering of the game 
Of baseball in the west. The Forest 
Citys, of that city, were the best ama- 
teur and semi-professional team 
known to the game in the early ’70s, 
and today there is a team at Rockford, 
Ill., a professional team, and Rockford 
has had baseball ever since shortly 
after the civil war. Look at the men 
developed by the Roekford team—A. 
G. Spalding, C. T. Page, George Wright, 
Harry Wright, Dan O’Leary and oth- 
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“Pop” Anson started his baseball 
career with the Forest Citys. He was 
playing with a little country team at 
Marshalltown, Iowa, when the For- 


est Citys came through there playing 


ball. They picked him up and start- 
ed him on his way as the greatest first 
baseman who ever played the game.

From Portland, Me., to Los Angeles, 
Cal., they come pouring in, thesé ap- 
plications for a job, compared to which 
a position in a dynasty factory is. a 
mild and monotonous existence. 

The great majority of the letters are 
from young fellows who have had 
more or less experience in umpiring and 
are ambitious to branch out and show 
their ability in one of the larger 
leagues. These are sent a courteous 
reply and told that there are no va- 
cancies, and with this they are usually 
satisfied. But there are also some de- 
licious specimens of humor embodied 
in these communicationa. 

One applicant writes that he has never 
done any umpiring, but that he hag ref- 
ereed any number of prize-fights, which 
he ‘belleves requires a great deal more 
skill, coolness and gray matter than 
umpiring and therefore asks to be put 
on the staff. 

Another man writes that he hag never 
umpired much, but is absolutely fear- 
less and will see that the players are 
kept in absolute subjection. 

One letter, which is prized very high- 
ly, is from a minister who fain would 
forsake the pulpit for the diamond. He 
writes at considerable length of the re- 
forms he would inaugurate were he 
appointed an arbiter of play. ; 

‘T would allow no rough or unseem- 
ly conduct on the part of the players,” 
he writes. ‘“Rowdyism I would sup- 
presg with an iron'hand. Any player 
guilty of ungentlemanly conduct would 
instantly be put off the fleld and heav- 
fly fined. By carrying out 


religion on the ball field as in my pul- 
pit.’”’ 

These ideas meet with President Kav- 
anaugh’s most emphatic approval and 
it was only because he had some mis- 
givings as to the divine’s ability to put 
them into execution that the latter did 
not get the appointment he fought. 

One of the prise applications is that 
of J. Ira Davis, better known as “Slats.”

“Slats” is pretty well known in the 
southiand, as he umpired in the South- 
ern League for a portion of the seasdn 
of 1907 and he wasn't a@ bad sort of an 
umpire at that. He is very anxious to 
come back and in his communiegtions 
on that eubject modestly subscribes 
himself ‘““The umpire who i8 always on 
the job, J. Ira Davis.” 

“It’s something that I can’t under- 
stand,” says Secretary Miller, “why 
any sane man should want to be an 
umpire.

Cause of the Rain.

It grad- 
ually moved in its accustomed northeast 
@rection, until on Friday and Saturday 
it was practically .centered over At- 
lanta and vicinity, causing a steady and 
almost continual downpour. From an 
observation taken at night, this area 
has almost passed from the state, and 
though it is possible that rains may fall 
during the early part of today, it is 
likely that by tonight clear and colder 
conditions will again prevail. 

The present month has registered 1.32 
inches rainfall above the normal for 
March, this normal-being arrived at 
from an average of the rainfalls during 
this month for the past thirty or more 
years. Seven and one-tenth inches of 
rain has been registered so far, and with 
the normal at 5.78 inches, it is seen that 
more rain has fallen during the past 
ten days than is customary for the 
whole month of any previous year. 

The rainy season of the last two days 
Was preceded on last Tuesday by a very 
heavy rain storm, which registered 2.29 
‘inches before it ceased. This rain ‘was 
caused from the same low area which 
could not then be located, as it centered 
over the gulf.

On Friday at 3:30 o'clock the rain be- 
gan again, In earnest: Between the 
hours of 4 and 8 o’clock on Friday 
morning |! inch of rain fell.

Between 10:30 and l/:15 Saturday 
morning exactly one-half of an inch was 
registered. It continued practically 
throughout the afternoon until 5 
o’clock. 

Maroh is usually a wet month, and 
holds the record for the greatest pre- 


ckipitation Zor any month of the year for 
Atianta, when, on March 29, 1886, 7.36 
inches fell in twenty-four hours. Last 
year only 3.67 inches fell during the 
month, and only 2.42 inches fell for the 
month in 1907. The dryest March in At- 
lanta occurred in 1905, when only .88 
of an inch was registered.

HOW WHITE PLAGUE 
SCOURGES. BLACKS 


Anti- Tuberculosis League 
Urged for Negroes. 


Negro Churches Are Urged to 


Take Part in Work of Or-| 


ganizing a League to Fight 
Consumption. 


Savannah, Ga.. March 1!13.—The move- 
ment recently inaugurated by the United 
States public health and marine hos-| 
pital service of organizing anti-tuber- 
cillosis leagues among the negroes of 
the south, marks the commencement of 
a new era in public health work, and 
is one of great importance, the far- 
reaching effects of which are incalcula- 


ble. 

It is a well-known fact that tubder- 
culosis is very prevalent among the 
negroes, and nearly four times as many 
of them die of the disease ae white 
people in the same localities. The 
great difficulty in dealing with such 
diseases as tuberculosis among the ne- 
groes has been the inability to reach 
them in some effective way. and teach 
them how to protect themselves against 
the disease. The scheme devised by the 
United States public health and marine 
hospital service seems to offer the most 
practical solution yet presented. 

Briefly stated, it is as follows: to

Will Appeal to Negroes, 

It ig thought that these certificates 
will appeal to the negro, who) having 
to pay something for them, will value 
them more highly, and will -Preserve 


} them and learn from them some of the 


principles of sanitation. The funds de- 
rived from the annual dues in each 
church are to be used by the league of 
that church in caring for its own mem- 
bers who may have tuberculosis. 

Thus in joining their church league, 
the negroes are contributing to their 
own care in case they are etricken with 
the disease, a feature that it is 
thought will strongly appeal to the ne- 
gro mind. It is also proposed to teach 
these lessons of sanitation in the negro 
schools, The movement was inaugurated 
a few days ago at Savannah, Ga., at a 
Negro Farmers’ Conference, where, at 
the .suggestion of a representative of 
j the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service, the Georgia State Anti-Tuber- 
culosis League for Negroes was ongan- 
ized, R. R. Wright, president of the 
Georgia State Industrial college, as-presi- 
dent, and Dr. S. P. Lloyd, of Savannah, 
as secretary. All of the officers and 
mennbers of the league are to be ne- 
groes. 

This isthe first negro anti-tuberculosis 
league that has ever been formed. It is 
understood that measures are now being 
perfected, under the auspices of the Pub- 
fic Health and Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice, for the establishment of a Nation- 
al Negro Anti-Twherculosis League. 


Of Interest to South. 

The subject is one of especial interest 
to the white people of the south, - 
Cause they are thrown into intimate 
contact with the negroes, who are em- 
ployed as cooks, nursés, house servanis, 
laundresses, etc. Any infectious disease, 
such as tub roulosis, affecting the negro, 
thus broug at Into the homes oY the 
whites in suck close contact with them, 
exposes the whites to the infection. Bk 
may, therefore, be assumed that the 
white people of the south, as a matter 
of self-protection, to say not 
huma nitgrian aspect, will : 
terested, and will lend their asa to any 
movement looking to an improvement in 
the health conditions of the negroes. 

In Savanneh steps have beep taken 
already to organize churoh leagues in 
the various denominations, and the ne- 


gro ministers are activelyryat work en- 


rolling members. it is predicted ee 


this movement will rapidly spread 
throughout the south. It is the most 
comprehensive health movement that has 
ever been started in this country, and 
the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service deserves, and 
wl] receive due credit for its inception. 
While aimed especially at tuberculosis, 
the movement is, in ~ effect, of much 
broader scope, inasmuch as it attempts 
to Imeulcate the principles of sanitation 
in its wider sense, and, in this way, 
leads to the physical and moral upltt- 


ing of the race.

STILL A GREAT GEORGIA INDUSTRY. 


Any idea that the naval stores industry is practically over and done 
with in Georgia must beat a quick retreat in the face of the statistics on 
the subject which have just been prepared by the national forestry bureau. 

Georgia not only stands second on the list of states in naval stores pro- 
duction for 1908, but her output shows a decided increase over that of 1907. 

In 1908 Georgia procuced 10,347,800 gallons of turpentine and 1,203,059 
barrels of rosin, an increase of 228,000 gallons in spirits and 29,484 barrels 
of rosin over the state’s 1907 production. 

It must be evident from these figures that Georgia is a long way from 
losing her grip upon this important industry. 

Florida only is ahead of Georgia in naval stores production. In 1908 Flor- 
ida made 17,030,330 gallons of turpentine and~1,932,114 barrels of rosin, a, 
substantial increase over her output in 1907. But it must be remembered 
that Georgia’s turpentine forests had been worked for years, while Florida’s 
remained “virgin,” and it is only within the last few years that any ma- 
terial] inroads have been made upon them. 

Georgia and Florida together produced in 1908, 27,378,100 gallons. of tur- 


4,288,283 barrels of rosin produced in the eight southern states which make 
any appreciable contribution to the naval stores output, or 75 per cent of 
the total production of spirits and nearly the same percentage of rosin. 
The value of the total product, however, was greater in 1907 than in 
1908, as is shown by the following figures: Turpentine, 1908, $14,112,377.32: 
1907, $18,283,309.93; rosin, 1908, $17,783,509.61; 1907, $17,317,059.93;° a dif- 
ference in the value of the combined output of $3,704,482.98 in savor 


of 1907. -

Too few are the apos- 
tles of moral and political and ethical sanity not to lend a persuasive and 
a lingering note to their temperate voices.

THE GOVERNMENT'S BAD EXAMPLE. 


“The ignoblest debtor in the world,” is the way a writer in The New 
York Sun characterizes the government of the United States, because -t 


equitable and just. 

: Of course the government pave with due promptness its current ex- 
penses and indebtedness created in its ordinary purchases from day to day, 
but there are hundreds of claims against the United States growing out of 
transactions of various sorts and kinds, some of which have been pending 
for half a century-and more. 

It was for the adjudication of claims of this sort, as well as others, 
arising now in the ordinary. course of administration, that the court of 
claims was created and established in Washington, and its award is pre- 
sumed to settle and determine the just and indisputable right and standing 
of the claimant. : 

Unfortunately, however, when the claimant gets a judgment in this 
court, his fight has only begun. He must get an appropriation passed by 
congress, and there. comes the-long, hard and, sometimes, never-ending 
struggle. . 

Several millions of dollars of evidently just claims against the govern- 
ment have been passed by this court, after the most careful inquiry, yet 
many of the origindl claimants have died and others are tottering on the 
brink of the grave while congress heeds them not. 

Concerning this tragedy of Washington, or, rather, multiplicity of trage- 


dies, The Sun writer says: 

Not there, however, is the tragedy enacted. It merely begins there. The 
decision of the court of: claims simply launches the successful claimants upon 
the troubled sea of politics. Their pretensions have been examined, their rights 
defined, their ewards distributed, and then begins the heart-breaking struggle 
to ect the money from congress. <A verdict in the court of claims is a success 
of more or less’scademic import. To realize upon it an appropriation is indis- 
pensable. The United States government is the most ignoble debtor upon earth. 
An Apache Indian !s better and more cheerful pay. Creditors may prowe their 
cases a thousand tiines over, the court may sanction them with all the authority 
of law and eviderce. ;et the claimant is no nearer his reward when the court 
has done with ttim than he was before the obligation was contracted. He must 
inaugurate th: dreary, often the despairing, process of solicitation. His rights 
have been adjuaiceted, his. dues have been defined, and yet in order to collect 
a penny he must buttunbole congressmen ~who never héard of him or his 
affairs, invade committee rooms devotéd to quite foreign ends, appeal to un- 
responsive hearts and confront strong and strange faces with his mysterious 
gclevances. 

The indifference ard inactivity of congress in this direction is pre 
ductive of two evils: It sets a bad example in the matter of the payment 
of just debts, and it is productive of a class of lobbyists whom disappoint- 
ment and desperation may lead to almost any course of questionable conduct 
in their extremity. 

NNo other respectable and civilized nation in the world is guilty of such 
unseemly conduct towards creditors whose claims it recognizes as correct 
and just. 

The mistake was made when the court of claims was created of failing 
to require that congress should act with reasonable promptness upon every 
claim against the government which that court declared was justly owed. 

The congress of the United States alone is responsible for this wrong 
and it rests with it to make correction. 
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‘(LOWERING THE DEATH RATE. 


Agitation for the adoption of and rigid adherence to modern and effec- 
tive methods of sanitation has become co-extensive with the limits and 
bounds of civilization. 

it matters not what degree of effectiveness has already been, reached, 
the most forward and progressive communities continue their pursuit and 
employment of practical methods through which their death rate may bd 
still further lowered. 

Whatever may be the details of these methods and agencies for fortify- 
ing community health and cutting down the percentage of deaths, they are 
all ultimately summed up in a single word—CLEANLINESS. 

in a recent editorial discussion of the matter, The New York Tribune 
says that while éxultation has been indulged in over the reduction of the 
death rate in New York city to 16.52 in each 1,000, as gratifying as the 
result may be, it. “should by no means be accepted as a satisfactory final- 
ity,” but should spur on to earnest endeavors toward still better results. 

Asserting that what has been done in London under even more adverse 


conditions, can be done in New York, The Tribune says: 
The possibility of such further reduction is convincingly suggested by the 


? 


most closely approximates New York in population, if not in other conditions. 
A writer in The Lancet calls attention to the circumstance that, while there 
has been for many years a gradual lowering of the death rate there, it has 
been especially marked in the last few years. Thus, in the ten years, |861-’70, 
the rate was 24.4 in the thousand, and it declined steadily by decennial periods 
until in 1891-1900 it was only 19.6. But then ‘its decline became more rapid. 
In the septennate I901-’07 the rate was 16.3, or just a fraction lower than 
New York’s last year, and finally, in the last year, 1908, it was only 14.0 or 
more than 2.5 below New York's in the same year. 


Carrying the assertion stil] further, what London can do, any com- 
munity on earth can do, provided it will observe and diligently practice the 
recognized, well-known and tested laws of sanitation. 

For the most part these laws are nothing more nor less than an em- 
bodiment of common sense; and where they are deductions of science, their 
apparent simplicity and necessity places them at once in the common sense 
category. 

Government statistics showing the death rate in the states of the south 
are appalling when compared to those of other sections where effective ef- 
forts have been directed toward its reduction. 

_ While these statistics are based on comparatively few registration areas, 
chiefly the cities where accurate records are kept, they are, nevertheless, 
indicative of conditions in general. 

These figures show that the death rate among the white people in the 
south is 23.5 for each 1,000, while the average throughout the country 's 
17.9 per 1,000; and the average for the negrd population is 37.5 per 1,000 
for the south, as compared with 30.5 for the country generally. 

According to these figures, the death rate among the whites of the south 
is Dut little lower than it was in London forty years ago, long before the 
adoption of the most effective of modern methods of sanitation. 

‘ake the Georgia death rate, for instance, as shown by the government 
tigures—30.4 per 1,000 total; 23.9 for whites and 37.5 for negroes—and it 
is found to be about the average for the southern section. 

This death rate ought to be reduced at least one-third within the space 
of twelve monfihs, and by the energetic application of the proper methods 
it CAN be done. : 

But the attainment of this result is dependent largely upon education; 
it must come as largely through individual effort, particularly in the coun- 
try districts, as through community law and requirement. 

Such records as those quoted are a disgrace to twentieth century civili- 

zation. 
They are indicative of a widespread indifference to cleanliness which 
ignores the sources of disease and leaves them as exposed breeding grounds 
of typhoid, malaria, hook worm and other contagion, whose effectiveness in 
building up the death rate is too well known. 

Georgia has recently made provision through which each county in the 
state may levy a tax for sanitary purposes. Each county may establish 
its own health offiee and wage warfare upon disease. 

There is no Georgia county but should ‘take early advantage of this 
opportunity. It is a movement weighted with importance to each individual 
and, through the sum of individuals, to the progress and prosperity of the 
community itself. 

Many Georgia communities have been awakened to more or less effec- 
tive activity through the efforts of the state board of health. 

But the work has just begun, Not one of them should be found absent 
from the list.

OLD INN NEAR NORCROSS 
HAS REMARKABLE HISTORY 
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HISTORIC OLD INN NEAR NORCROSS.

On the Chattahoochee river road, 
Gwinnett county, two miles from Nor- 
cross, stands a quaint and interesting 
landmark of the early days of Georgia. 

The old house, or Crossroads inn, as 
it was called.in the faraway time, has 
long ago passed its century milestone, 
and was a trading post for the Chero- 
kee Indians. Here many red men came 
and exchanged their baskets and wares 
for the “fire water” of the ‘‘pale faces.” 
Here thé old stage coaches from Dah- 
lonega to Augusta and Charleston stop- 
ped to change horses’: and many way- 
farers were refreshed and sat smoking 
and gossiping over their drinks on the 
high-bactked oaken settles beside the big 
log fire. 

The stage driver was a very important 
person, and was entrusted with many 
commissions along the route. The good 
women sent home-knit socks to be ex- 
changed for indigo, copperas, snuff, pins, 
needles, quilt calico, etc. 

Peculiar Postal Rules. 

The innkeeper was postmaster, and 
the stage brought the mail. In. those 
days no envelopes or stamps were used. 
The letters were folded and one end 
slipped in the other and sealed with wax. 
The postage was never prepaid, but the 
person to whom the letter was addressed 
paid it. The postage was !|12% cents any- 
where in Georgia. The distance regu- 
lated’ the postage. To New York it was 
26 cents. 

Parts of an old coach were found on 
the grounds a few years ago. 

Just to the right of the old house was 
the muster ground, where the militia 
were drilled, often using corn stalks and 
thrash poles instead of-muskets. After 
the: muster would come the horse-swap-

This is covered 
with a plank contrivance, and leads to 
a dark passage between two walls, sug- 
gesting a hiding place, and, tradition 
says, two old Indians used it once upon 
a time to store bags of gold which they 
brought in canoes @own the Chatta- 
hoochee river, always coming at night. 
They guarded well their’ secret, and 
never revealed to the white man where 
the vast deposits were located. 

As time passed on this lbiding place 
was used by an old man and his sons 
to secrete stolen negroes. They would 
make trips all over the country and steal 
negroes, bringing them at night to pris 
place and keeping them here until they 
could take them to a distant slave mar- 
ket.

It once bore.bountiful crops 
of fine red apples, which attracted the 
attention of passers-by. One day am 
old woman tramping down the road, 
stopped and began to help herself to 
apples. She was ordered away, and 
trudged on, but came back directly, and, 
waving her hand, said, “You wouldn't 
gimme no apples and ye tree hain't 
never gon’er bear no more.’ Whether i¢ 
was the old woman's curse or some 
knowledge of fruit growing she had 
practiced upon the tree, ig not known, 
but not an apple has it produced since. 

Tenanted Only by Bats. 

The old house is lonely now, tenanted 
only by bats and owls, while Stone 
mountain in the distance seems like a 
sentinel guarding the spirit of the past.

WALL TO GET NEW TRIAL. 


Under Sentence of 15 Years for 


Murder in Hart County. 

Hartwell, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Hart Superior court will convene Mon- 
day morning, with the new officers in 
charge, who were elected last year by 
the people. Judge David W. Meadow 
is presiding. and Hon. Thomas J. 
Brown, of BEitberton, 1s filling the posi- 
tion of solicitor general. 

The case that will attract the most 
widespread interest is that of the state 
against Hugh Wall. Wall was tried at 
the March term, 1908, of Hart superior 
court, charged with the murder of John 
Norris, a negro mah. After a long and 
hard-fougtht battle, the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty of manslaughter, and 
the court sentenced Wall to an imprison- 
ment of fifteen years in the peniten- 
tiary of Georgia, where he thas been 
serving for the past year. 

Wall is a white man of good appear- 
anee, and is a physical giant, standing 
6 feet 3 inches. ‘ 

Mhe case attracted great interest. Nor- 
ris and Wall were gambling in Wah’s 
home, when a dispute arose over the 
winnings, and Norris was killed with a 
shovel in the hands of Wall. Wall buried 
the negro man, and it was a year and 
a half after the kiNing before the of- 
ficers of the law made an investigation. 
On the trial of the case the defense 
proved that in a few weeks after the 
kiliing Wall told Mesers.

Hole in Track, Caused by a 
Washout, Left Rails and Ties 
Intact as if Nothing Had 
Happened — Southwestern 
Limited Delayed 11 Hours. 


What might have been a series of ac- 
cidents on the Gouthern raliway was 
averted Friday night by a track walker, 
who located a weshout between Lulu 
and Cornelia, and who gave notice to 
trains coming in both directions.

something was wrong, and Captain 
Francis brought his train to a sudden 
halt at Alto—a mile and half above the

Captain + Francis 
walked.to the place of reported danger 
and found that on one of the fills at the 
foot of the many hills in that section 4 
hole had sunk in the most pecullar man- 
ner between the tracks, the hole resém- 
bling a well, and leaving the tracks. and 
crossties suspended intact. At the bot- 
tom of the hole the base of the embank- 
ment had washed out on each side, leav- 
ing an opening of some [6 feet across. 


Track Looked All Right. 

The railroad tracks reached across 
the well-shaped sink in such a manner 
as to prevent an approaching train from 
either direction from observing the na- 
ture of the cave-in, especially ag it was 
after dark and as the place was ap- 
proached on a ourve in both directions. 

im all probability if the track walker 
had not found the cave-in the engine of 
the local train would have been precipi- 
tated into it, and a general wreck might | 
have resulted.

The stock of cotton in New York is 
again under 100,000 bales, and is stead. 
fly decreasing. As previously pointed 
out, it looks very probable that by 
the summer the conditions will be 
such as to warrant a very decided ad- 
vance in the old crop months, and I 
would not be surprised to see July con- 
tracts spread to a much greater prem- 
ium over the new crop months. The 
principal factor against the market is 
the restricted speculation, due to the 
rumerous anti-option laws in the 
south, and in all probability we will 
find that the advance, when it does 
come, will be started by buying for 
western and eastern operators, or 
from Liverpool. The south, so far this 
season, has done practically nothing in 
the way of sustaining prices. From 
the very start, spot cotton was thrown 
on the market just as fast as it was 
ginned, regardiess of prices. The cot- 
ton is now practically out of the farm. 
ers’ hands, and the present holders are 
strong enough to take care of the 
small remnant of the crop until they 
are able to secure satisfactory prices. 

There is no reason to expect any ex- 
treme movement in prices until the 
market is further under the influence 
of the new crop, and it looks probable 
that we shall see only a good scalping 
market for some days to come. Scalp- 
ing operations on the bull side offer 
the best opportunities for profitable 
trading. The short side should be 
avoided, as the chance for profit is too 
small to warrant the risk.

Landon, March t8.—‘*‘The enemy's 
fleet could be sent to the bottom in 
ten minutes before getting within five 
miles of Gibraltar; not even a torpedo 
boat could succeed in entering the bay 
unobserved on the blackest night!”

They are unreach- 
able from the sea, even as they are 
undiscernable, owing to the skil! with 
Which they are painted and draped to 
Match the surrounding vegetation, 
whilst huge screens drop automatically 
before them as each shell is fired. They 
nave a range of fifteen miles, and 
could drop shells on Ceuta, in Africa, 
opposite, quite comfortably!

shouted the witness. 

Attorney Day’ rose from his chair. 

“You think everybody who tries to

ALL LONDON POLICE FORCE 


ondon, March 13.-—-There. is 
in London of whom the police are 
roughly afraid. Strange to say, he 
tailor. His name jis James Time- 
rll, and the has fought more policemen 
an anybody else in England. . Dur- 
the last two years, Timewell has 
en mixed up in no less than thirty- 
fe prosecutions brought against the 
ondon police, with results most dis- 
strous to the force. In fact, it was 
through his efforts that a royal com- 
mission recently ‘‘sat’’ on the force, in 
more senses than one, The findings o 
the commission, though whitewashin. 
the police generally, pointed to severe 
abuses of authority, and had the in- 
vestigation not been restricted to “cases 
of drunkenness, disorder and solicita- 
tion in the streets,” the report of the 
commission would have been a highly 
sensational document, 

This modern David, fighting the Go- 
liah of authority, has brought many 
policemen to sue for money, sent severa! 
to prison, disgraced others, and, gen- 
erally raised such ructions with the 
force that they prefer’to give him 
wide berth. 

Fighting the police is Timewel!l’s lif¢ 
work. He is a very small man, an. 
most of the London police are great, 
strapping fellows, and yet Timewe!l: 
thinks no more of tackling them than. 
if they were so many children. (); 
course, he does not give them a physi- 
cal trouncing,. but he administers th 
“Timewell knockout,” which is fas 
more effective and much more dreaded 
than any corporal punishment. : Here is 
an instance of his, method. Not long 
ago, Timewell chanced to be in a crowd 
not far from his little tailor shop, !4! 
Gower street, and saw a_. policeman 
reughly handling someone he had 
taken prisoner. In Timewel'’s opinion, 
the policeman was treating his man 
with undue vholence. So he followed 
the crowd to. the police station and tried 
to enter the charg@ room, but was bar- 
red by other policemen. On inquiry, 
Timewell ascertained that the man was 
being badly treated by the policeman 
because he caught the officer having a 
giass of beer, and drew the attention of 
one of his friends to the fact The po- 
liceman “ran him in” for spying on the 
police. This was just the kind of a 
case in which Timewell delights, so he 
engaged a lawyer to defend the man. 
Evidence of tRe most overwhelming 
character was brought againet the po- 
liceman, and, finally, the prisoner was 
liberated, and the fake charge which 
had been trought against the man for 
assault was judiciously dropped, as the 
police began to realize that, in dealing 
with the little Gower street tailor, they 
had caught a Tartar. The policeman 
was degraded and finally dismissed. 

It may be said with truth that the 
general run of the London police are 
splendid men, tet there are a number 
of black sheep among them, and it is 
these that Timewell is constantly gun- 
ning. for. These “disgraces to the 
force,” as Timewell calls them, are ac- 
tual menaces to the pwhblic,-and the lit- 
tle tajlor is devoting a very strenuous 
part of his otherwise monotonous life 
to the work of ghowing them up of 
every possible occasion. He is. also 
firmly convinced that in many English. 
prisons there are persons wrongfully 
convicted, brought there by the machi- 
nations of the police, and kept there 
for fear of the prrblic scandal that 
would arise in case of their Hberation. 
The now famous case of Adoiph Beck 
was, in his opinion, one of police con- 
spiracy. pure and simple.

These people, according 
co Timewell, are naturally brutalized by 
their surroundings, and they should b: 
treated with especial consideration by 
the police. If they resist arrest—as they 


often do—they should. be taken to the | 


Station, not through the public streets, 
and with the usual exhfbition of brute 
force, but by means of “‘black martias.”’ 
In Landon, fractious prisoners are occa- 
sionally strapped to ambulances ahd 
carried through the streets, but not 
often. 

While Timewell believes that the po- 
lice, in making arrests, shduld not al- 
low prisoners to give them much. trou- 
ble, he thinks culprits should be taken 
to prison. in the most humane manner 
possible... Brutality on the part of the 
police, especially in districts where the 
rougher element lives, only calls for 
more brute force on the part of the pop- 
ulace. 

Standing almost alone in the advo- 
cacy of these principles, Timewell hae 
courted trouble, and found plenty of it. 
Some of his adventures read like tales 
from Don Quixote. For instance, one 
night he and hts daughter were walk- 
ing in Newington Causeway—a rough 
section of South London—and they 
came upon four policemen carrying to 
the station a man by a method called 
the frog march, which consists in bend- 
ing the arms back and making the man 
walk with his face towards the ground. 
Evidently it is a mest uncomfortable 
way of walking, but it appears to be 
an extremely — manner of deal- 
ing with persons who object to going 
quietly along with the police.

Traffic of a Great City. 


(From The Scientific American.) 

Not many of us were prepared for the really 
stupendous figures of the paseenger traffic 
of New York city, which are made public 
in the report for 1908 of that most admirable 
and efficient body known as the public service 
commission. It appears that the surface, ele- 
vated and subway companies in New York 
carry anmually over 1,300,000.000 passengers. 
What these figures mean will be better un- 
derstood when it is stated that they are ever 
66 per cent greater than the total number 
of passengers carried in the same year on all 
the steam railroads of the country combined, 
The total capitalization of these transporta- 
tion companies is over $583,000,000, and they 
derive annually from the passengers carried 
over 000,000. Incidentally, it may be men- 
tioned that the capitalization of New York's 
gas ané electric companies is over $386,000, - 
000. and that they sell, annually, $2,000,000 
cubic feet of gas: which amount is more 
than 20 per cent of the entire gas production 
in the United States. Moreover, the income 
from the gale of electricity alone in the city 
exceets $20, 

By the close ‘of 1908 the city had expended 
over $60,000,000 in the construction of sub- 
ways, and an additional $100,000,000 will be 
necessary to bullid the Broadway- 
avenue line, the loop lines connecting the 
WilMameburg and Manhattan ‘bridges, the line 
across Manhattan below Canali street in Man- 
gg and the heer Dn avenue line in Brook

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ROOSEVELT TO BE SAFE 
IN JUNGLES OF AFRICA 


Chieago, March 18.—Former President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will be as safe in the jungles 
of Africa as he would be on the streets of an 
American city, according to the Rev. Jos 
Coyle, a member of the Roman CatHolic mis- 
sionary Order of Josephite Fathers, who has 
just. returned here from his work In Uganda.

SULLY SAYS SOUTH 
NEEDS PROTECTION 


Erstwhile Cotton King 
Talks of the Tariff. 


Declares That Tariff on Cotton 
Goods Is Especially Needed 
So That South May Manu- 
facture the Raw Cotton. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March !3.—(Special.)— 
Daniel J. Sully, the exchange operator, 
who put the price of cotton higher up 
Chan i has ever been since the civil 
war, is in Washington, but he is not 
talking about cotton corners, past or 
prospective. He is concerned about the 
tariff 


Mr. Sully is out and. out for protection, 
extreme protection; he declares ft, is the 
salvation of the south, and that it is 
necessary in order to penmit the de- 
velopment of southern cotton mills to 
compete with those in New Eingland and 
across the waters. He inaisted that 
every day’s delay in the settlement of 
the tariff question was hurtful to: busi- 
ness, and that the business world was 
watching it with eager interest and 
Keen apprehension. He said: 

“Take cotton. HEwery year we are im- 
porting millions of dollars’ worth of 
manufactured cotton goods, which we 
are buying at a lower rate than the 
home-made products. Europe sells us 
annually $70,000,000 worth of cotton 
manufactures, the raw material for 
which was exported by us in the first 
piace. This isn’t right. Why shouldn’t 
we manufacture our own cotton goods? 
It means a whole ict to the south. Why,

But it was at the dinner last night, at 
home and at ease in all gatherings, he 
appeared to be at his best, for here he was 
surrounded by the men who had at- 
tended college under him, and the dinner 
partook more of a love feast, where Har- 
vard songs were sung, Harvard stories 
told and retold, where the brilliant crim- 
gon, the college colors, were in ev idence 
in the flowers, the lamp shades and in 
the ices. | 

It was one of the most artistic dinners 
ever served at this place. 

Harry M. Atkinson, who is entertain- 
ing Dr. Bliot while in Atlanta, presided 
as toastmaster, and introduced each of 
the speakers, who made short, but happy, 
Harvard speeches. Only 
were present, and naturally the aima 
mater was the toast of the evening. 

Harvard Men Who Spoke. 

Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown, Rail- 
road Commissioner H. Warner Hill, 
Colone] A. R. Lawton, of Savannah; At- 
torney J. B. Cumming, of Augusta, 
Charles E. Greve, of Cincinnati, and Dr. 
Eliot were the speakers of the evening. 

Dr. Eliot made one of his most pleas- 
ant speeches, for he was among “his 
boys” again, and instead of lecturing 
them, praised them for the credit they 
had reflected upon Harvard since leaving 
its classic walls.

Dr. Elfot’s Remarks. 

Dr. Eviot spoke for half an ‘hour, and 
afterwards answered several - questions 
in regard to the commission government 
which were asked him. 

The speaker said that it was while 
making a study of the government of 
echools that he began an investigation 
of municipal povernment. 

‘tf have found it most astonishing,” 
he said, “what a small body of men 
can make a good government. I have, 
for .the last two years, . studied the 
question of remedying the evils which 
exist in most of our antiquated forms 
of municipal government, I have found 
hat everywhere and among thinking 
men the question of a change of city 
government has awakened the greatest 
and the keenest interest. I have been 
to Texas, the first state to try the com- 
mission form of government. [|] want 
to say right here that Atlanta, like a 
great many other American cities, has a 
very ancient and antiquated form of 
government, with its common council, 
tts aldermanic board, and its other 

rds or committees.” 

Dr. Eliot said that today a dozen 
cities in Massachusetts are trying the 
commission form, of government with 
great success. In other cities one board 
had taken the place of two, and  aijl 
ward elections had been abandoned. 


The Galveston Charter. 

“Just three men,” he said, “prepared 
the Galveston ‘charter for a commission 
form of government. Galveston was 
bankrupt. The commission has saved 
the city. Five men on the commission 
sc the olty out of debt, and are making 
the finest public improvements, with 
Small costs to the property owners. 
Houston, Dailas, Des Moines and other 
cities are trying the commission form of 
government, all with marked success. 
The resutts, from a business point of 
view, are simply. wonderful.” . 

He epoke of the cities that have the 
commission form of government, and 
compared them to those that still have 
the old form, and said in every instance 
the difference was marked, and demon- 
strated that the change had done great 
good. 

“I have found,” he said, “that in 
every city where there is now the com- 
mission government that city affairs are 
conducted in a more businesslike man- 
ner, and the savings in the purchase of 
supplies have been prodigous.” 

He said that one good thing accom- 
plished was the failure of the old politi- 
cal machines to control city  legisia- 
tion. 

“In Boston,” he stated, “where there 
are 13 aldermen and 75 councilmen, steps 
are being taken te secure a commission 
government. It is believed in Boston. 
as in other cities, that inefficiency and 
incompetency, rather than dishonesty, 
iis what causes the old form of city gov- 
ernmem to fall into disfavor. Where 
the commission form of governinent has 


}been adopted, good business men have 


on the | 


| been found who are ready and willing 
to serve their people. -Such. is’ not .the 
case where there are councils and 
boards. In Chelsea, Mass., there jis not 
only a commission form of government, 
but the governor of the state appoints 
the commissioners. Iowa has a state 
law which allows cities to use the ref- 
, erendum, the initiative and the recall.” 
About Police Boards. 

Once during his remarks, Dr. Biiot 
said something about boards, and stated 
that in Boston there was more trouble 
' with the police board than with. any 
other. The laugihter that followed was 
not understood by him until some one 
nearby put him wise to the situation in 
Atlanta. | 

Dr. Bliot said that there was a_ great 
deal of printed matter about the com- 
mission form of municipal government, 
and tWat the alties which‘ were trying 
that kind of government were kept busy 
answering inquiries. He said it showed 
th American people were awaken- 
edi to the necessity of some sort of 
change in the management of municipal 


Huddleston asked Dr. Eliot 
he had mentioned allowed 
vote on the new charters.

General McCarn assailed the defense 
for trying to make the case a political 
issue, and declared that Washington’s 
entire argument was a political speech.

Carmack’s name, and declared it must 
have taken a big fee to talk about a 
dead man that way. 
“There are some men at this bar 
that you could not hire to talk that 
way about a dead man, whether they 
lfked him or hated him. And they have 
mever had a big case, either. 
“General Meeks got up here and said, 
‘Don’t sue a man for libel, because all 
you can get will be a “judgment not 
worth a chew of tobacco.’

Look, here is his pis- 
tol. I turn my two fingers under as 
his were, and see how easily and rap- 
idly I can shoot with the thumb and 
first and second fingers. I never tried 
this before, but I was willing to run 
the chance of failure, because I knew 
that ‘if Colonel Cooper borrowed a 
gun he could use it.” 

Eloquent Defense of Miss Lee. 

General McCarn launched into an 
eloquent defense of Miss Lee. 

“They say they took Colonel Cooper 
down to Bradford’s office to cool off. 
Why, gentlemen, you might as well 
talk of turning Vesuvius upside down 
in hell to cool off. They took him to: 
Bradford's office to cool offf The of- 
fice of the man who said he could 
have killed Carmack with as little re- 
morse as he would kill a rattlesnake. 
But they say only Miss Lee cla:ms he 
said this, and they attack Miss Lee. 

“Now, what. motive would Miss Lee 
have in perjuring herself? Did she 
want to lose the best job in. the city 
of Nashville for a young woman? Did 
she have no other way of losing that 
position? Why, gentlemen, she had 
every incentive in the world to testify 
for the defendants. And you saw 
her, you saw truth in her eyes and 
truth come from her lips, from the 
lips of the beautiful girl who refused 
a home and the gupport of a good man 
because she preferred to make a liv- 
ing for her mother. And she sacri- 
ficed her home, her position, her moth- 
er’s living to tell the truth, sacrificed, 
and to be denounced and reviled.” 

Newsboy Is Defended. 

He defended the little newshboy, 
Johnnie Tyndall, and claimed the boy 
was corroborated in his statement that 
he heard Colonel] Cooper say, ‘We will 
get him,’ by Colonel Cooper himself. 

“Colonel Cooper himself told you 
that Robin urged him not to go up 
Church street lest he meet Carmack, 
That corroborates Jo®™nie Tyndall and 
tells you who they were going to ‘get.’ 
Of course, they didn’t want to meet 
him on Church street? there would 
have been fifty witnesses there and 
they only needed one. §0 they decided 
to go up Unitn street to Seventh ave- 
nue. Now, we do not say that a con- 
spiracy was formed in Bradford's of- 
fice. but we do say that Colonel Coop- 
er left that. office’ with hell in his 
heart. 

“Next we get to John Sharp. I am 
going to leave the colonel and Robin 
and turn to John Sharp. They say it 
was cruel persecution to have John 
Sharp indicted. Now let me ask you, 
gentlemen, do you think it Is pleasant 
for me to stand here and ask you to 
convict of murder in the first degree 
the brother of the clerk of this court, 
who has been my friend for years, and 
whose friend I am now? Great God! 
Don’t you know that if there was any 
way in the world out of it, that I'd 
never be forced to plead for the death 
of my friend’s brother. But I have a 
conscience, gentlemen, and I'll either 


woke up and went out to get some 
fresh air. But everywhere he went 
there was the same smell. So, he came 
back to the saloon and said, ‘Ain't it 
rotten ?’ ‘What's rotten? asked the 
bartender. ‘Why the whole world, 
can’t you emell it?’

“Then comes the editorial of Novem- 
ber 8, ‘Across the Muddy Chasm’—the 
reconciliation of Cox and Patterson. 
Gentlemen, at the instant Carmack was 
falling dead, at the very second the 
smoking pistol of the assassin was be- 
ing put into his pocket, Governor Cox 
and Governor Patterson were in intt- 
mate conversation not 500 feet away. 
And this fact shows that the editorial 
was true, and that Cooper knew it was 
so. Yet, after, admitting that the re- 
conciliation was a laudable work, he 
wants to kill a man for giving him 
credit for ‘ringing it about. 

Cooper's Threat to Kill Carmack. 

“We have heard a good deal of talk 
about the failure to send the note. Now, 
I don’t know how it seems to you, but 
when &@ man says éf you dd a tertain 
thing. one of you must die, and you do 
it, you do not need to wait for a note, 
do you? 

“Well, Carmack uses Colonel Cooper's 
name again, twelve hours after he gets 


again, ‘one of them must die.’ He had 
& right to use that name. The law says 
he may. He used #t in a hamorous way, 
and there was not a man in Davidson 

who read & who did not enjoy 
it. he hed charged him with an 
infazny, why, it would have been dif- 
ferent. 

“There has been a contention here 
thet Carmeck defamed Cooper. Why, 
gehtlomen, Carmack khew that Cooper 
defaulted and enrbegzied, as master in 
Ghancery, years. before... If he had want- 
ed to defame Cooper, why could he not 
have printed these facts. No, gentie- 
men, there is no defamation. of Cooper 
in anything Carmack ever wrote. 

“We come to November 9. What an 
eventful day thet was. Do you remem- 
ber the wail of this poor widow when 
I asked her when she had last heard 
from her husband? Do you remember 

scream and thet pitiful ‘Oh, my 
God! My God!’ as that awful day was 
recaiied to her? 

a In the Name of Justice. 

“The defense asks you to

“John Sharp was taken along for a 
purpose—to witness that killing, and he 
filled his purpose. But they say he put 
himself in a position where he couldn’t 
see it. Oh, what rot! A man who goes 
along to-be a witness doesn’t have to 
wee the act. These men have been al- 
lowed to associate together. They 
have sat together in jail, I doubt not, 
and talked all these things over. 

“Why, I know John Sharp well 
enough to know that if he had been 
there, honestly or accidentally, he 
would have done what you would do, 
or I would do, he would have run back, 
rot walk, to where Carmack was lying. 
Why, his friend had been shot, and his 
other friend was in trouble. But he 
was confused by his guilt, and when 
Miss Sheffington suddenly confronted 
him and asked what it was, he blurted 
cut the truth—‘It is Dunc Cooper shoot- 
ing y)Carmack.’” McCarn claimed that | 
every move Sharp made after the 
tragedy was an accusation against 
him. 

“He refused to tell anyone what he 
knew, refused to describe the tragedy. 
Is that the act of an innocent man? 
No, it is the act of a defendant after 
he has. been instructed by a clever at- 
terney. 

| Felt Sorry for Sharp. 

“And no one, mind you, at this time 
had accused Sharp of having had any 
connection with the tragedy. The facts 
here show beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Sharp was. an acce«sory before the 
fact. Why, when he was on the stand, 
I actually felt sorry for Sharp on cross. 
éxamination. His tongue stuck out, 
and it nearly rattled, so dry was it, and 
in such confusion was he.

Physical Facts Contradict Coopers. 

General McCarn, as General Gardner 
had done, placed two objects upon the 
floor to represent the telephone poles, 
and demonstrated to the jury how the 
defendants say the shooting took place, 
Then he declared that their story was 
contradicted absolutely by the physi- 
cal facts. McCarn called Garner over 
to assume the position that Robin 
says Carmack took when the shooting 
began. The attorney general took 
Robin’s automatic gun and Garner 
took Carmack’s. For the poles were 
two rolls of wire fence. McCarn point. 
ed out on Garner’s body the position 
and direction of the wounds. He | 
showed that the two wounds through 
the heart were downward. The de- 
fense claims they were inflicted frst. 
McCarn argued that they could not 
have been; that they were inflicted 
when Carmack was falling, as they 
ranged so directly downward. 

“Turn your head, Carmack; 
shot you now,” shouted McCarn, 
Garner turned his head. 

That Bullet in Carmack’s Neck 

“Now, Sharp says Carmack turned 
his head, not his body, and Sharp is 
the only one who says so. Then he 
gays the third shot was fired. But 
Robin, standing in front, as they all 
swear he was, shootg Carmack in the 
back of the neck through the spinal 
cord. Look, gentlemen; how could he 
have done so Turn your head as far 
as you can, Mr. Garner.

Mra. Eastman Didn’t See Robin Cooper. 

“Ag soon as she heard the voice, she 
turned in its direction, and saw Colo- 
nel Cooper. She saw Senator Carmack. 
Robin says he jumped between them. 
Yet Mrs. Eastman did not see him. 
She saw Carmack stagger and fail;

Robin, and she saw him step up from 
the street to the pavement. So, gentle- 
men, he could not have zeen between 
the two men and have escaped Mrs. 
Eastman’s view. 

‘Now, I say I do not know how it 
was done, but I believe this 27-year- 
old boy, a graduate of law, nine yeurs 
in the office of the biggest lawyer in 
the state, with beautiful sistérs and @ 
tender foster mother, with a thousand 
years of blue blood and breeding, with 
an ancestor standing in front of him, 
deliberately shot a man in the back of 
the neck, and shot him again as he fell. 
That is what breeding does for a man. 

“Now, Mr. Garner, once more. They 
say the shot in the back was fired as 
Carmack fell, some way. Let’s see. 
Bend over, Mr. Garner, as far as you 
can, as though falling. There, I shot; 
now see the direction of the bullet? It 
would be through the head, and out the 
top of his head, wouldn't it? It would 
not have been straight through the 
neck and out under the tongue. 

Says Defendants Don’t Tell Truth. 

“But, even say he was shot in the 
neck as he fell; if he had _ turned 
around so Robin could shoot him from 
the position the defendant says he oc- 
cupied at the moment, the victim would 
have fallen with his face to the east, 
yet when found his face was to the 
west. There, gentlemen, are some of 
the physical facts which prove that the 
defendants do not tell the truth. 

General McCarn then took up the 
autopsy and the testimony of Dr. 
Glasgow. He declared that the state 
had a right to hold that testimony 
until in rebuttal. The state was ready 
to show that the bullet wounds were 
not inflicted as the defendants said 
they were. 

“Why, you. men are my friends and 
neighbors. Yeu know that I would 
not suppress any information throw- 
‘ing light on a case. I am not a mur- 
derer, and an attorney general who 
would suppress facts !s a murderer. 
And Washington accused me of sup- 
pressing information about Senator 
Carmack’s pistol. Why, gentlemen, it 
is not in the record, ‘but they will not 
deny that I went to each of them and 
told them that there would be no dis- 
pute over Carmack’s pistol; that I 
knew the truth. But they say we did 
not put it in our case-in-chief. No, 
we did not because his honor ruled 
that we could not show Senator Car- 
mack’s mental condition in our case. 
in chief. 

Mystery of the Pistol Scabbard. 

“And we knew of that scabbard, 
too, for we went up twice and 
searched for it, but we could not find 
it, and we did not find it until it was 
drawn out on the stand. Now, some- 
body else knew about it, too—the 
Coopers and John Sharp knew of it. 
Why shouldn’t they? They are not or- 
dinary prisoners. . They do not have 
to stay in cells. They talk to their 
friends at any time, without an offi- 
cer’s presence, contrary to the laws of 
Tennessee. Even Binning could. talk 
to them.

It must be rather discouraging to the 
anti-tobacco societies to learn that an 
accurate estimate of the annual con- 
sumption of the “seductive weed"’ by the 
civilized people of the world places the 
figures at upward of 6,000,000,000 
pounds. To the ordinary mind it ig al- 
most impossible to conceive the im- 
mense quantity represented by such fig- 
ures, But notwithstanding al] that has 
ever been said or written against its 
use in itg various forms, it is a fact 
that the greatest names in literature. 
in the church, at the bar and in the 
cabinet were borne by men who were 
smokers and tobacco users. Washington 
took snuff; John Adams smoked a pipe; 
Napoleon was a smoker, so also was the 
great Frederick. Andrew Jackson's corn- 
cob pipe was for eight years one of the 
familiar features of the white house. 
Longfellow, Emerson and Carlyle were 
smokers, and so the roll might be ex- 
tended and the heads of almost all the 
g00d and great of the earth be found 
surrounded by a halo of tobacco smoke.

Bored to Death, He Invited His 
Friends to a Banquet, and 
When All Were Making 
Merry He Shct Himself to 
Death. 


Paris, March !3.—Fernand Revenes, 
a wealthy young Parisian, committed 
Suicide at Monte Carlo under sensa- 
tional circumstances. The young man 
gave a supper to a number of friends, 
after which the pleasure was fast and 
furious. Several times during the eve- 
ning Revenez cried: 

“This is nothing; a big surprise is 
awaiting you at the end.” 

At dewn, when the party were sép- 
arating, Ravenez shouted: 

‘Now for the great surprise.” 

At the same time he arose abruptly 
and walked toward the gipsy orches- 
tra, which was playing a Hungarian 
rhapsody. .His friends, expecting a 
practical joke, watched him expectant. 
ly: They were stupefied to see him 
suddenly place a pistol at his temple 
and fire. He fell dead. 

The only reason for this act is de- 
scribed as “sheer boredom.” Ravenesz 
was only 20 vears old, and he had been 
a familiar figure on the Paris boule- 
vards, where his liking for vivid cloth- 
ing attracted attention. Three years 
ago the young man figured tn a sensa- 
tional duel. He chalienged a profes- 
sional swordsman, as a result of a cafe 
quarrel, but-the swardsman refused to 
fight on the ground’ that Raveneg had 
not yet reached his majority. 

Undaunted, Ravenez issued a chal- 
lenge dated the day he was 18 years of 
age and he devoted the intervening 
time to rigorous training. When he 
finally did meet his adversary on the 
field, the contest_was of the fiercest 
Character, and it ended by Ravenez 
plunging his sword 8 inches into his 
opponent's body.

The unusual sum of $25.75 for a plain 
drunk was assessed a prisoner in the 
police court yesterday afternoon.

vene immediately in special session, 
when the differences of the session just 
passed were at once renewed and 
equally as exciting scenes are being 
enacted. x 

At a late hour tonight both branches 
were still in session, with prospects of 
remaining until tomorrow. 

Senator Brascom Thomas. of Sulphur 
Springg, was the senator to suffer ex- 
pulsion. At several times during the 
past session, charges of corruption 
were made by Senator Thomas. A 
committee, after an exhaustive inves- 
tigation, has declared the charges un- 
grounded. Yesterday the charges were 
repeated, Senator Thomas declaring 
that members of the senate and cer- 
tain lobbyists had been parties to iIr- 
regular practices. Then followed de- 
bate, at times very bitter, which con- 
tinued through the day and far into 
the night. 

After a recess of several hours, the 
session and the controversy was re- 
sumed this morning. and continued un- 
til tonight when the report of: the 
committee, declaring the charges with- 
out basis, was submitted and adopted. 
A resolution charging Senator Thomas 
with having maliciously maligned 
members of the senate came next, and 
his expulsion was voted. 

Tonight Governor Campbell issued a 
proclamation calling a special election 
for April 3 to elect a successor to Mr.

The Lordship of Christ means a full 
and free submission to him and a yield- 
ing of all things to him. Peter, in one 
of his parentheses in Book of Acts, says, 
in speaking of Christ, “He is Lord of 
all.” Thig includes all a man has and 
all that he is; it includes writing over 
the heart’s door all belongs to Christ. 

Mr. Holden commended to the Bible 
students present a study of the paren- 
theses of the New Testament. 

The last thought in connection with 
the Lordship of Christ is obedience to 
his every word, for Christ says, “Not 
everyone that saieth unto me, ‘Lord, 
‘ord,’ shall enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven, but he that doeth the will of 
my Father, who is in heaven.”

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Nicaragua-Salvador War 
Will Be Prevented. 


Warships Are Being Sent to the 
Scene With Orders to Keep 
the Peace — Central Amer- 


ican Presidents Deny There 
Has Been Fighting. 


Washington, March 13.—Insofar as of- 
ficial dispatches were concerned there 
were no developments today in the Cen- 
tral American situation. It was an- 
nounced at the state department that 
no word had come from Nicaragua or 
elsewhere bearing on the subject. After 
waiting all day for a reply to his dis- 
patch of iast night, the Mexican am- 
bassador visited Secretary Knox and 
informed him that as yet he had noth- 
ing to communicate. 

In the meantime, following confer- 
ences between Mr. Knox, Secretary 
Meyer and Rear Admiral Pillsbury, 
chief of the bureau of navigation, the 
ships now in Nicaraguan waters and on 
their way there were assigned to sta- 
tions. There will be one at Greytown 
and another at Bluefields, on the At- 
lantic side; one at Corinto and another 
in the bay of Fonseca, on the Pacific 
side. This latter vessel, the Yorktown, 
because of her Hght draught, will he 
able to proceed ag far as Amapala, 
and thus prevent the movement af 
troops between Nicaragua and Salvador 
by water. Should any euch movement 
be undertaken overland across Hon- 
duras, marines will be dispatched to 
check it. 

Situation Disagreeable, 

Interest was attached in official cir- 
cles ‘to the denials of the presidents of 
Nicaragua and Salvador of the stories 
that hostilities between the two coun- 
tries had broken out, but it was stated 
that such conditions played only a part 
in a situation which, to employ the ex- 
Pression of a high official, had become 
very disagreeable. 

Because of the recall of Mr. Gregory, 
the American secretary of legation at 
Managua, it is believed that the posi- 
tion here of Minister Espinosa, of Ni- 
caragua, will become untenable, and 
that in consequence of which he wil!

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IPAL PROBLEM

Of all the’ questions discussed recent- 
ly by the e¢onference at the White 
House of governors and experts on the 
conservation of natural resources, few, 
if any, are of more immediate practi- 
cal concern to the manufacturers of 
the country than that of power and its 
sources. Power is one of the bases on 


| industry, and the opinion prevailed that 


which every factory stands. It depends | 
on all those forces of air, fire, water | 
and electricity which, age after age, 

have turned the wheels of the world’s 

machinery. 

Therefore, the question of the con- | 
servation of the country’s natural re- 
sources in power is a most vital one 
to our industries. It brings the situ- 
ation life-sigse to the door of Atlanta's 
future industrial problems, since gov- 
ernment experts point out that at the 
present rate and ratio of increase in 
consumption the country’s supplies of 
anthracite coal will last only half 4 
century longer and those of bitumi- 
‘nous coal but a century. The natural 
gas and petroleum fields are giving 
out, too. 

No coal, no gas, no oil. The dullest 
can read what that spells to Ameri- 
can industries. It spells the stopping 
of every wheel in every workshop, the 
extinction of the fires under every 
botler,; the abandonment of every line 
of railway to idleness, the tying up 
of every steamship, unless—a remedy 
can be found. 7 
There remains one great source of 
power—water power—the-. natural 
supply of which. must be immediately 
developed; the power continuing so 
long as rain falls and our rivers run; 
the oldest of all the. burden-bearing 
forces remaining to do man’s bidding. 
Georgia’s Water Powers. 

Nature has kindly bestowed several 
g£00d-sized streams on Georgia—the 
Savannah and Tugaloo in the east, the 
Chattahoochee on the west, and almost 
entirely across the state; the Flint, the 
Oconee and a feW other rivers through 
the interior; the Etowah, Coosa and all 
that magnificent chain of mountain 
streams are today comparatively idle 
and umieveloped. These streams have 
enough energy undeveloped to turn 
all the wheels now revolving in Geor- 
gia, and with suitable transmission 
lines distribution of this power, light 
and heat to. the different cities, towns 
and villages, to the different manu- 
facturing enterprises, mines and quar- 
ries, can be easily accomplished. 

Georgia has not as yet attempted 
to develop her water powers like other 
southern states. All other states hav- 
ing water power are developing them 
in connection with modern uses of 
electricity very rapidly. 

The development of hydro-electric 
power is the nearest, approach to the 
realization of the promise of Aladdin's 
lamp yet pictured to the human race. 
Electrie current is ready to sustain 
and comfort human existence as no 
other agency can, while the overfiow- 
ing waters return year after year 
ready to renew their allegiance to this 
service of mankind. oa 

Coal, oil and gas are brought forth, 
perform their useful work and are no 
more; a Void marks their former lodg- 
ment place. Water, however, comes, 
works and goes to come again without 
man’s influence or design, leaving no 
waste, but being of infinite existence, 
duration and effect. 

. Open a fuel deposit.and its exhaus- 
tion is but a question of time; har- 
\ness a water power and you have 
merely started a perpetual plower 
source. The one is exhaustible, meas- 
urable, definite; the other everlasting. 
Need for Such Development, 

Certainly Georgia has as great manu- 
facturing interests and greater need 
for this water power and electrical 
development than any other southern 
state. She raises more cotton than 
any other southern state except Texas. 
She spins less than 30 per cent of 
what she raises. Only a very few of 
the mills that do spin it are driven 
by electricity. Her immense marble 
deposits are quarried, hoisted, cut and 
polished by steam power generated 
from outside coal. Her gins, ofl] mills, 
factories and practically all her mo- 
tive power comes from coal brought 
here from Alabama, Tennessee or Ken- 
tucky. 

Atlanta’s claim to natural resources 
are meager. Its wonderful industrial 
development is due to no special geo- 
graphical favor. Nevertheless, Atlan- 
ta is to be congratulated for its up- 
building when we consider that fuel 
for motive power has to be brought 
from other sections; but will Atlanta 
be able to keep it up, when our coal 
mines will give out, as experts claim, 
in fifty years. 

In my opinion, Atlanta’s hope lies in 
securing today her just share of en- 
ergy generated from water power. This 
natural supply is, unfortunately, lim- 
ited, and any part of it once secured 
will be of the greatest benefit in our 
present needs for power to continue 
the annual marufacture of $40,000,000 
of products. 

When it is considered that Atlanta 
has built up in less than fifty years 
an annual output of $40,000,000 in 
fhanufactured goods, how much more 
serious will its power problem be for 
its future increase of manufacturing 
and its retention of its place as the 
leading city of the south. 

Atlanta must not sleep and wake up 
powerless when offers are made at the 
present time to bring to her a tre- 
mendous undeveloped water power now 
going to waste, and on the acceptance 
of which Atlanta will be relieved from 
senging abroad millions of dollars for 
fuel to produce power.

Effeet of Smoke and Gases. 

In some cases no One ever suspects 
that there is fire in the furnace, how- 
ever such gasé@s are but the legitimate 
and unpreventable products of coal 
combustion in the fires under the smok- 
ing chimneys. These gases are de- 
structive and annoying to mankind and 
plant life. 

Little or less than little less the aver- 
age citizen realize what the smoke and 
gas, generated .from the tall chimneys, 
in Atlanta means to the health and 
likewise to the destruction of wealth 
of its citizens of all classes in all sec- 
tions of the city. 

Investigations of great magnitude have 
been made in various communities that 
were afflicted by the smoke nuisance 
like the city of Atlanta, and it has been 
found that the damages done by smoke 
runs in every direction, and is a. con- 
stant nuisance to the health and beau- 
ty of a city, and of great money loss 
to the citizens.

The most tangible results from the 
smoke nuisance can be shown, perhaps, 
in tRe financial loss to the community.

$40,000,000 of various articles, in addi- 
tion it does a wholesale business of 
distributing merchandise to various sec- 
tions of the south amounting to $!00,- 
000,000. All of the items named above 
are certainly subject to considerable 
damages to the goods sold at retail or 
the goods manufacture* The smoke 
damages the goods in varying degree, 
and frequently these have to be sold at 
a loss. Even if the damage is not 
greater than 3 per cent the total an- 
‘Nual loss to Atlanta is about $5,000.000. 
On some merchandise the loss will be 
as great as IO per cent, especially on 
white goods in the retail dry goods 
stores, millinery shops and haberdash- 
eries; but the greatest loss must be 
considered in the damage done by 
smoke to the thirty thousand homes of 
the city of Atlanta. The constant need 
for cleaning of walls, ceilings, windows, 
carpets, rugs and draperies, for redeco- 
rating and renewing, can only be real- 
ized by the house owner or house- 
kea@per.

RADIUM THROWN 
~ AWAY IN WASTE 


Was Before Pitch Blende 
Had Value. 


Mining Company in Cornwall, 
England, Did Not Know the 
Mineral Contained the Pre- 
cious Element — 1-1000 of a 
Grain Is Worth $80. 


London, March !!3.—There. are for- 
tunes waiting for people who ean pro- 
vide the newly-founded Royal British 
Radium institute with supplies of the 
famous new element, which is worth 
something like 3,000. times its weight 
in gold. And the most amazing fea- 
ture of radium is that it can be pro- 
duced from material which up to now 
has been valueless. 

Radium, as is now generally known, 


eral from which uranlum—a _ rare 
metal, of color like that of nickel—is 
also extracted. Hitherto, however. 
after the uranium had been extracted 
from the  pijitch-blende, the residue 
Was thrown away as _ valueless, al- 
though it is from this residue that ra- 
dium,can be extracted. Certainly many 
tone of pitch-blende have to be handled 
before a few grains of radium can be 
found As the thousandth part of a 
grain, however, is worth $80, the labor 
is not without its compensation. 

: Radium Beds at Stepney. 

Until lately one never dreamed that 
the residues of pitch-blende, after the 
chemical treatment extracting uranium, 
contained absolutely the source of ra- 
dium, and some years ago the company 
whict owns the mine in Cornwall from 
which a very large part of the world’s | 
supply of pitch-blende comes actually 
paid 8! cents a ton to have more than 
100 tons of residue carted away and 
tipped on* waste heaps on Stepney 
bullding land. “I would gladly,” says 
the secretary of the company, “give 
$26,000 today to recover that waste 
siteh-biende. I do not know where it 
is now, but some workmen are living 
over radium beds and do not know it.”

tion. 

This theory was advanced by Mme. 
San Carolo at the evening session of the 
National Tuberculosis congress at the 
Caxton hall, Westminster. 

Mme. Carolo explained that the baafl- 
lus tuberculosis is very retiring, and 
loves warmth, darkness. and comfort, 
and. above ail things, a quiet life. 

The way to get rid of him, according 
to Mme. Carolo, is to harry him, and 
generally to make his life not worth 
the living. 

This, the lecturer contended, can be 
effectively accomplished by singing and 
the system of breathing which is es- 
sential to the proper development of 
the vocal organs. 

There were, it was explained. “two 
ways of breathing, termed ordinary 
and extraordimary breathing. 

In odinary breathing there was al- 
ways a considerable proportion of air 
in the lungs which did not get charged 
at each respiration, and consequently 
a portion of the lungs themselves which 
was not much used. 

This—the lower part—tended in time 
to become atrophied. 

Extraordinary breathing occurred 
when. owing to exertion, a rarefied at- 
mosphere or other cause, the whole of 
the lungs came [nto action. 

The bacillus tuberculosis found his 
home in the peaceful regions at the 
base and apex of the lungs. The more 
peaceful they were the more he multi- 
plied.

R.’S TO URGE 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION 


The following are bills which it is pro- 
posed to presem to the Georgia general 
assembly through the Daughters of the 
American Revolution chapters of the 
state: 

l, A bill for compulsory education. 
This is a natural sequel to the child 
labor law, and absolutely necessary to 
carry out its intentions. Statistics show 
that “one out of five of all the white 
to read 
and write.” This places our state next 
to the lowest in the union in attain- 
ment of education for her citizens. “Out 
of the four cities of the whole United 
States, where the highest per cent of 
children, of native white stock, are being 
allowed to grow up totally illiterate, two 
are Georgia cities.” This condition is 
not due to a lack of schoo! facilities in 
Georgia cities, but to the refusal of cer- 
tain classes to take advantage of them. 

Statistics plead that into the hands of 
the south is committed the well-being 
of “the only pure Anglo-Saxon commu- 
nities in the world today, except those 

rural Bngiand.* Hence the white 
children of the south are not only the 
most important products of the land, but 
upon their growth, in education and 
psysique, depends the “survival of the 
tittest’’ race in America. Shall Georgia 


shirk her share of the responsibility? 

Other southern states, bearing the 
same burden of bi-racial difficulties, are 
preparing to adopt compulsory educa- 
tion. 

The genius of such southern men as 
Washington, Marshall, Jefferson, Mon- 
roe, Madison, etc., evolved a union of 
self-governing states. The same spirit 


tis present suffrage regulations, and 
“commonsense patriotism” Suggests that 
Inherited courage and high determina- 
tion can avolve a method of using a4 
compulsory education law in such a man- 
ner that it will provide for and allow 
only industrial schools for the inferior 
race within our gates, and compe! at- 
fendance. The ultimaite material pros- 
perity of the state demands compulsory 
education of the whites, more insistently, 
because of the very fact of racial dif- 
ficulties. | 

2. A bill to compel the systematic 
equalizing of local taxation. Local tax- 
ation is ‘‘a community weapon of enor- 
mous power,’ and wpon it depends a 
most necessary precedent to compulsory 
education, namely, ‘co-ordination and 
unity in the whole educational scheme.”’ 

‘These were the leading educational 
measures before the Virginia legislature 
this year.” ‘We cite an article in the 
World’s Work. June, 1908, by Edwin A. 
Alderman, president of the University of 
Virginia, called ‘““‘The Growing South.” 
Tt is the gem of the decade. ‘From i€ 
we culled many practical suggestions. 

3. A bill providing appropriation for 
copying records of old counties, so that 
the early history of the state may be | 
permanently preserved in the _ state 
archives. 

It is found that a thorough investiga- 
tion and copying of the documents that 
form the history of the old counties, es- 
pecially those established prior to 1800, 
is necessary to their preservation. Such 
papers are now in danger of destruction, 
through decay and neglect. Many have 
already been lost, like the original draft 
of the constitution of our state. Delay in 
this matter is not only dangerous, but 
may be fatal to the rescue of valuable 
historical data.

Georgia Division Con- 
gratulated by Its Presi- 
dent on Result of 


Convention. 


The special cailed session of the Geor- 
gia diyision, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, which was held Thursday, 
March }1, in Atlanta, was one memore- 
bie in the history of the organization, 
and was called to settle finally on the 
Site of the Wirs monument, 

The real issue in the convention was 
for and against Andersonville, resulting 
in the victory for Andersonville, the 
vote being !25 for Andersonville, 62 for 
Macon and 4 for Americus. 

Many able papers were read bearing 
upon the subject, notably so that of 
Mrs. Walter D. Lamar, the leader of 
the minority against Andersonville as 
a site, and asking that Macon be se- 
lected. 


In part the address was: 


“I come before you to appeal for no 
site, but to appeal against~the unwis- 
dom of choosing the Andersonville site. 
Wihen at Savannali-I was permitted to 
present the invitsthen from the mayor 
and council of Maton to the Georgia 
divisiop, United Daugihterg of the Con- 
federacy, to put the Wirz monument 
in the center of the state. I consumed 
much’ of my time in arguing against 
the Andersonville site. The Sidney La- 
nier chapter, réalizing her possession 
of that which no other chapter could 
claim, patriotically proffered that pos- 
sesston to the division. The Sidney La- 
nier chapter stands a dutiful hand-maid

Visit te the Prison. 

‘The acceptance of the invitation to 
Americus for the following year was 
based largely on the privilege available 
from there of visiting the old prison yard. 
After visiting the old prison, seeing the 
offensive placards and the many graves, 
after conferring with many wise men 
of Sumter county, who were deeply in- 
terested and opposed to placing our me- 
morial to Wirz facing the burial grounds 
of his enemies, and establishing our 
go0d work of vindication, where few 
would see it and most of those faw ini- 
mical thereto, the Americus convention 
voted not to put the monument at An- 
densonville. Next day—as at the Sawan- 
nah convention—the representation being 
greatly depleted, the matter was reopen- 
ed and referred to the Augusta conven- 
tion. The Augusta convention voted to 
sustain the origina] resolution. When 
this decision was reached the date for 
unveiling was fixed for June 3, as ap- 
propriately combining the memory of 
President Davis and Captain Wirz. The 
me changed to October 3/.

A Changed Date, 


Th. letter from the contractor to your 
committee on erection requested a post- 
ponement, because June 3 followed so 
closely on the Federal Decoration day, 
May 30, that all his materials and the 
monument itself would have to be tn evi- 
dence when the erection of the Indiana 
monument would bring down to Ander- 
sonville so many federals and a horde of 
people filled with a spirit inimical to our 
work that he ffeared its Mutilation even 
before the unveiling. Does not May 
31 come every year with the result 
that sons and brothers and friends of 
many of you women here are ordered 
to Andersonville to prevent a not, and 
will not a target ifke this be a boon 
to an idle mischiefmaker? 

“The site committee, Mrs. Mathers and 
Mrs. Taylor of Americus, during the 
summer folowing the Augusta conven- 
tion—under the guidance of wisdom and 
patriotism, secured by strictly parlia- 
mentary methods—which none can just- 
ly question, the rescission of the orig- 
inal resolution. They were sustained 
at Savannah by a large and representa- 
tive vote. 

‘The day following an extra day of ses- 
sion, the Andersonville advocates in con- 
scientious abhorrence of any other 
Georgia site, wired the mayor of Rich- 
mond to know if Richmond would ac- 
cept the shaft, to which he replied, “Will 
take the matter under advisement.’ Upon 
this scant encouragement forty delegates 
voted to offer the site to the Richmond 
confederate organization. 

“The leading plea on the part of the 
advocates for the Andersonville site is 
the ‘original resolution.’ Why should the 
‘original resolution’ carry any weight? 
No public document thas ever been given 
out thet with a modicum of truth con- 
tains so many errors. The primal reason 
advanced is that ‘all the false charges 
against €aptain Wirg are at Anderson- 
ville—ali the monuments and placards of 
his enemiés there proclaim evil of him, 
and so we ‘would put our monument 
vindication down there.’ But, lo! This 
argument should no longer satisfy even 
the most vindictive. : 

Mra. Turner’s Act, 

“No placards are there now. In a very 
recent visit to Andersonville I saw and 
silently blessed the tomb of Mrs. Tur- 
ner, of the ‘Woman's Relief Corp of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who, in 
her dying moments, ordered the posters 
removed ‘in the interests of peace.’ In 
the interest of peace then, if for no 
other reason, let us erect our memorial 
far from the scene of SDitterness and 
suffering of friend and foe. 


Note Sounded by Veterans. 


“The note of oppositionto the Ander- 
sonville site was sounded by the vete- 
rans, men who have the first right to 
considefation from our ization, 
men who euffered in nortitern prisons, 
men who wore the Cross of Honor in 
the service of the southern cause.

Forecasts of the weather bureau are before 
the public every day in the year. In the past 
about one prediction out of each ten failed 
to be verified, and it may be expected that

In the case of .the stor 4 
Washington on the 4th of oor aon 
fact is that the disturbance began here on 
the morning of the 3d, and was accurately 
forecasted the day before. The bureau antict- 
pated that the storm center would pass over 
the middle Atlantic states during the night of 
the 3d, and that northwest winds and falling 
temperatures would leave a clear day for the 
4th. The center passed precisely as forecasted 
the wind shifted and the temperature fell, 
but instead of the northwest wind clearing 
the sky/as it does in nearly all cases pre- 
cipitation in the form of snow occurred and 
eontinued for twelve hours after the storm 


center had past eastward. No forecaster eould 
foresee this. Were we tn forecast a fall of 
Snow following the passage of storm centers 
that moeve from the northwest. we would have 
hundreds of failures charged against us, in- 
stead of an occasional one, for it is rare that 
snow falls in the middle Atlantic. states ex- 
cept with the approach of a storm from the 
southwest, which causes northeast. winds, and 
it is extremely rare that any storm in this 
region that begins with rain ends with soow 
of any mm siderable amount. On the contrary, 
many storms that begin es snow end as rain. 
The foreeast Jn question was made by one 
of the most experienced forecasters of the’ 
bureau and was concurred in by all of the 
forecasters who were conversant with the 
conditions, and the ssme forecast would be 
made today If similar conditions existed. 
The forecasters of the United States weather 
bureau are the equals, if not the superiors, 
of any others in the world, and their pre-

CLARKE MAKES DEAL 
IN FINE TEXAS LAND 


Lone Star Acres Deeded to 
Congregational Methodist 
Publishing House. 


A telegram yesterday from Crockett, 
Texas, announced that another large 
tract of land was yesterday deeded to 
the Congregational Methodist Publish- 
ing House, and the deed filed for rec- 
ord yesterday about noon.

Gould Recounts What Roose- 
velt Did Against Harriman, 
and Says Latter Has Been 
Strengthened as a Result. 


New York, March 1!13.—E. H. Harri- 
man is stronger than ever, according to 
George J. Gould. “I admire Mr. Harri- 
man,” declared the head of the Missouri 
Pacific ‘and I admire his 


courage.”’ 

“For four years,” he continued, ‘the 
government devoted all its energies to 
attack him, and he stood his ground, 
practically alone. Every arm of the fed- 
eral law was brought to bear against 
him. All the machinery was set in ac- 
tion. Everything was thrown into up- 
heaval, the entire country was plunged 
into the fYroes of disturbance—even a4 
panic was brought on to crush him. 
Great fortunes were lost, and men were

ruined. 

‘“‘And Mr. Harriman survived through 
it all, untouched, and today he is 
stronger than ever.

floors divided into offices and rented to 
form a permanent endowment.

Random Hints. 


N spite of the many whisperings that 

| emanated from Paris last season that 
the hats would be exceedingly small 

for spring, the prophecy has not been 
realized on this side. . It is true that last 
winter when Paris was in the midst of 
the big hat throes, several of the most 
fashionable Parisian actresses made an 
effort to turn the tide by appearing in 
extremely small hats. However, they 
had but slight effect, and the only con- 
cessions made are refiected in the tur- 
bans, which are slightly smaller, but 
what they lack in width they make up 
in cubic inches by their height. Some 
are like funnels; others suggest a coal 
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hod, covering half the face and all the 
hair; then there are the Tallien casques, 
the Polish schapska, the Bagdad turban, 
the Moujik, the old time page’s turban, 
and a pot shaped hat that has no herit- 
age than can be traced. Yet these 
strange, curious fancies are bewitching, 
In most of these the head sinks into them 
deeply and the face peéps out piqtantly. 
Nearly all these hats are made without 
bandeaux and must be’ worn with hair 
flat on top of the head. © Overturned 
shells will be very popular this season. 
In these the head fits up under the con- 
cave side with the straight down turning 
brim, throwing.a deep shadow over the 
face and hair. On the top or rounded 
side are heaped flowers, follage and Tib- 
bon rosettes In guch profusion that very 
ittle straw is visible except. at the edge 
of the brim.

All the feather effects are 
placed low, excepting the Mephisto, 
which -ig upright. Foliage will be used 
extensively as the season advances, and 
in these there is a predominance of 
American Beauty treatment, combined 
with lilacs. Also lillies of the valley, nas- 
turtiums and large asters. White plumes 
will be used a great deal and also satin 
ripbon effects in«bows, rosettes and loops. 
Ornaments in the form of cabachons anda 
large buckles principally in dull jet bead 
and cut steel effects will be favored. 
Gold and silver cloth ¢abachons are also 
popular. Motoring hats will be of the 
poke effects with large chiffon veils. 
Mourning hats are nearly all made on 
wire frames, covered either- with crepe 
or dull silk. Tulle, crepe or taffeta bows, 
stiffly wired, are the usual trimmings, 
though plack quills and wings are grow- 
ing in popujarity. The straws that will 
be principally used on the spring hats 
are fine ghips, Yeddas, Milans, hemp, real 
hair and Tagail, Leghorn and Tuscan. 
Smooth- braids will be used chiefly in 
the finer hats, though some medium 
rough braids are shown. All winter 
long fashion has demanded that the hat 
match the gown absolutely, in shade and 
color, but now a hat of contrasting color 
is encouraged. The latest fad is perfum- 
ing the hat with the scent of the flowers 
on it.

The truth is, men have made’ 
more radical changes’ in the form of 
their costume in the last four hundred 
years than the women thave. A 100K 
through the pages of history, where 
American men have left their pictures— 
tlothes and all—will prove it. 

When Englishmen first crossed the At- 
_ fantic to take up their abode in this 
" pountry they were attired, we are told, 
in raiment rather difficult to describe. 
The ‘difficulty of the task Mes in the 
8umber of pieces which made up the 
putfit as weil as in the variety of colors 
In the clothes. As a rule, they wore a 
goublet of leather, all brown in tint; 
breeches to the knee, of various tanned 
tkins and hides; untanned leather shoes; 
ferkins of ‘“filomet,” dead-leaf color; 
buff coats of fine buff leather; tawny 
camiet cloaks and jackets of wood col- 
ors; russet those; horsemen’s coats of 
tan-colored linsey-woolsey or homespun 
ginger-lyne or brown perpetuana; fawn- 
colored mandallions and deer-colored 
cassocks—all brown; and sometimes a 
hat of natural beaver. 

Compare that with the costume the 
American man dons of a morning in this 
good year of our Lord, |909! 

Yet it must not be’ taken for granted 
that our forbears were negligent of their 
dress, or careless of the distinctions that 
public opinion drew from the attire 
im the various classes of society. The 


en 
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manner of dress came mainly from Eng- 
land, of course, and in the new colony, 
as in the old country, dresa was taken 
as an indication of rank, of social stand- 


ing and dignity; and~ class distinctions 


were as zealously guardéa@ here as in 
the mother country at that period. Even 
in the first years the settlers, particu- 
larly the mald members, , pald’ close at- 
tention to their attire, to -its richness 
and its elegance; and they watched nar- 
rowly also the attire of their neighbors, 
We are told that every incoming ship, 


every traveler, was closely oObeserved, to 


learn the prevailing styles in Europe. 
Philip Stubbes, a sour old Wnglishman,

every republican had to dress like a 
Frenchman—willy-nilly—and every fed- 
leralist like an Englishman. If you 
were a republican and opposed the ad- 
ministration, you had, to tangle your 
hair in rough locks drawn forward 
} wildly over your forehead, ‘as if you 
had been fighting a hurricane. back- 
ward,’ and to wear tight pantaloons to 
the calf of your leg. Wearing kKnee- 
breeches and buckled shoes proved that 
you were an old fogy of a federalist. 

“Tt was not surprising to the federal- 
ists ‘to see Thomas Jefferson discard 
knee-breeches and shoe-buckles; what 
could be expected of a democrat? an 
atheist? Tt was the trick of a dema- 
gogue to secure the favor of the mob! 
But he would not wear pantaloons long 
iwith his shapely legs! But year after 
iyear found him in flapping pantaloons 
dana leather shoe-strings, which seem to 
have been as offensive almost to the fed- 
eralists as were the pantaloons.” 

In !817 James Monroe became presi- 
dent of the United States. He was & 

dignified gentleman of “the Virginia 
dynasty;” his wife was the first mistress 
of the white house who succeeded in en- 
forcing etiquette in dress and carriage 
at the president’s receptions. A near 
relative of her own was refused admis- 
sion because ‘he came not in the decreed 
emall clothes and silken hose—this, too, 
when pantaloons and shoe-strings were 
seen everywhere save at these recep- 
tions. Mr. Monroe was one of the last 
of the “cocked hats.” He sturdily wore 
the old-time small clothes till his death— 
the last man in pblic life in Washington 
who dressed thus. : ; 

By the middle of the century the 
gentleman’s suit of today was practical- 
ily evolved. The picture shown on this 
page, examples of the taiJor’s art in 
1847, depicts the long trousers, the coat 
with skirts and the tall hat which the 
well-dressed man of today, assumes. 
True, the fashions then prevailing made 
it imperative for your gentleman to in- 
case his legg in garments of far differ- 
ent cut than those he is wearing at this 
perlod. Yet the general plan of the 
make-up is about the same. 

The -American man at this period of 
his dress seems restricted to two 
Styles in pantaloons, or trousers. He 
may wear them cut wide from the hip 
to the ankle, or he may have them 
tight fitting. -These two general plans 
have been about the limit of. his wan- 
' derings in the field of pantaloon fash- 
ion for the past fifty or seventy-five 
years, though about the middle of the 
nineteenth century he was: allowed to 
browse outside a bit vy adding elabo- 
rate hand-embroidery to the garments. 

One ef the oddest pict#res procurable 
,in the search for American styles of 
imen’s apparel Is that which depicts two 
‘gentlemen of the 1855 period. Here 
‘the embroidered pantaloons are shown 
in full panoply, probably of doe-skin 
material, with silk threads in the -hand- 
work. Many gentlemen of our own 
day and time wil! recai! the period and 
smile at the oddity of the fashion then 
prevailing. As near as !|880 these pic- 
turesque trousers, or at least trousers 
with hand-embroidery running up the 
outer seams, were worn by the ultra 
fashionable. 

The hat of that gay period was like- 
wise a unique affair. It was of the 
Same material as the gentleman’s silk 
{hat of today, but the shape was some- 
‘thing wonderful to behold. From it 
the name of “stove-pipe’’ was derived, 
and even at this day and time the silk 
hat in some quarters is designated by 
that title. 

It is a highly interesting occupation 
to study the causes leading up to the 
change in fashions. Of course most of 
the changes are wrought by a desire 
'to change, nothing more; yet some of 
the peculiar cuts and characters given 
to men’s clothes came from amusing 
| incidents. 

For instance, the garment now worn 
be women, called the spencer, has a 
most interesting origin.

The 
coat was named “Jean de Bry” farva 
French «statesman: Morning aad 
evening coats were shaped exactly 
alike’ till 1830, when a: frock coat was 
evolved. Overcoats -had fur collars, 
full skirts and very tight bodies.

Did you know that it was not until 
1800 that rights and leftg in shoes 
were invented and introduced? They 
were brought out by a fashionable 
bootmaker of Philadelphia, named 
William Young. . He advertiseg ‘these 
varieties of footgear. in the. “Ayton” 
of ‘1801:

NY woman will attempt the mak- 
A ing of a shirtwaist, but by no 
means any woman can produce a 


wearable garment, The adult is 
pot so much that of tailoring as of fit- 
ting; and yet it can hardly be called fit- 
ting, either, when so many home seam- 
‘etresses will conscientiously follow the 
pattern of their bust measure, and let it 
go at that. And, even where some sort 
of adjustment is tried, there are plenty 
of places where a word of advice would 
come handy. It is well worth knowing 
where to make alterations so as not to 
disturb the style of the pattern. The 
lines of thé neck and arm size should 
never be cut close to the pattern, for 
there are places where frequently al- 
terations nwst be made. 

Collars are often hard to fit because 
the neck has been cut out too much. To 
adjust the collar properly to the neck 
-the weist should be tried on and the

under the arm, the sleeve may be tight, 
yet the arm may be raised over the 
head with no disaster to the waist. When 
the shoulder seams must be altered, care 
must be taken to keep the line true and 
the position right—neither too far to 
the front nor the back. At the base of 
the collar the neck Hine should be di- 
vided into three equal parts; the line 
from shoulder seam to shoulder seam 
across the front should measure exactly 
twice as much as the line ¢rom shoulder 
Seam to shoulder seagn acrose the back. 
The shoulder seam must not be too long, 
else the sieeve cannot be fitted with the 
necessary trim, squere look. To adjust 
the waist at the belt line, a narrow belt 
should be pinned about the waist, and to 
this the fullmess should be tacked, keep- 
ing the seams and the line of fullness 
as perpendioular as possible. 

The underarm seam should fail per- 
fectly straight. ‘Gather the fullness into 
about a seven-inch space at the belt 


line in front, three and a helf-inches 
each side of the center front, 
shirtwaist closes in front. A five-inch 
space will hold the fullness of the back 
at the waist line. 

When making a skirt. remember a 
skirt, even when properly made, will 
sag in the wearing. This is caused by 
the many Diag lines. To awoid this, 
choose, if possible, a skirt pattern with 
many gores, especially if the skirt is'fi 
to be worn continuously for street or 
office wear. The gored skirts are more 
fashionable ‘this season, anyway. The 
many seams give added strength to the 
skirt, amd the bias edge on the bottom is | 
not wide enough to cause any serious 


if the | 


skirt pattern there is always one gore 
which follows the line of the selvage, 
and the opposite side of the gore Is bias. 
In joining the gores together one bias 
eige must always be sewed against one 
straight edge to prevent the skirt from 
sagging. With the skirts that have @ 
center seam in ifront and that are cut 
to hang straight from a line three or 
four inches above the top of the waist, 
there is a pad attachment just in front. 
It is made of cotton and tnclosed in the 
lining material, so tnat the inside of 
the skirt will look neat. It is about 
four imehes long and two inches wide, 
and runs down the center seam directly 
over the waist line. It keeps the skirt 
from sinking in, which is always inar- 
tistic. Amateurs do not always know 
this trick, and they wonder why itis they 
cannot always keep the center front of 
the skirt hanging in a perfectly straight 
line.

Sometimes the 
length is exaggerated, sometimes it is 
reasonable; but, in-any event, it passes 
the curve of the hips and its lower line 
is lost In the looser folds of the dress 
skirt. This corset must, of course, be 
held down. smoothiy by several sets 
of garters, if it does not, as in certain 
French models, merge into well-fitted 
knickers. The greatest care must be 
taken to have the back lacing adjust the 
corset smoothly, for the back of the Di- 


rectoire skirt in a supple material 
shows a lumpiness or heavy line in the 
underwear almost as quickly as'the hips. 
For this reason many corsetieres urge 
the fromt lace corsets, whose back lines 
may ‘be fitted with perfect smoothness 
and remain unchanged. At?! corsets now, 
as well as gowns, must be fitted with 
the wearer standing and sitting. The 
corset of today takes care with perfect 
satisfaction of every portion of the fig- 
ure with the possible exception of the 
limbs. Some of the corset models are 
slit on edther .eide of the front steel, 
the skirt over the hips and legs being 
long and fastened with garters. Other 
models are slit in the back and fastened 
with fanged garters, which will spread 
when eeated. Another idea is shown with 
a gusset of silk elastic on elther side, 
which allows the skirts of the corset to 
spread. In all the spring models the 
bust is lower with as little spread as 
peastvie: the waist should be round, the 
iips straight, front and back straight, 
and there shoulda be no evidence of the 
abdomen.

In the women’s 
styles this idea is more evidenced by 
following the natural lines of the body, 
while in the men's clothing it is more 
marked by the scarcity of “freak” 
styles. It is welcome news,to the ma- 
jority of men of well balanced: tenden- 
cles that it will not be necessary for 
them to embellish their. clothes with 
fanciful and ofttimes absurd trimmings, 
flaps, braids and button arrangements 
to be in keeping with the correct idea. 
It is true that in some quarters out-of- 
the-ordinary styles will find staunch 
adherents, and these will not neces- 
sarily indicate bad taste, as much as 
Singularity in preferment for the 
unique, but the man who simply wants 
proper clothes in conformity with the 
season's tendencies, .wlil confine him- 
self to only such departures from the 
conventional as variations in length of 
cuffs, and these he will leave to his 
clothier or tailor. For the past two 
seasons there was such a variety of 
unique designs that it was a matter of 
individual preferment as to how far 
the wearer desired to carry his style 
with these ulta features. Today he can 
select his suit or tep coat with pattern 
and texture as the prime consideration, 
and be secure that he is not going to 
clash with conservative refinement, for 
the unique clothes are the exception 
rather than the rule. Unquestionably 
the college man will not accept the 
clothes with these conservative modifi- 
cations, and for his pleasure and radi- 
Ccalism there are a good many lines to 
be had embodying touches that will ap- 
peal to his sense of artistic adornment. 
We like the idea, too, for why should 
there not be distinguishing character- 
istics in clothes for college men in this 
country as well as in France, Germany 
and England? Omrnamentatfon in«dress 
is an indication of high spirit, absence 
of sordidness, and youth, and as we 
cannot suppress these elements in their 
disposition, why should we endeavor to 
Go so by hard-and-fast style mandates?

Worsteds and 
velours wil aiso .be very strong before 
the negligee period, and then flannels, 
serges, cheviots and homespuns will in 
a measure supplant.them. Grays and 
greens will be the most popular tones 
in pronounced stripes, shadow effects 
and all-over solid shades and. harmo- 
nious contrasts: Browns will be next in 
popularity, and then will come myrtles, 
tans and black and “White stripes and 
mixtures. Solid blues and blacks are 
always good, and wii “nd their usual 
host of followers. Red will be a prom- 
inent feature of contrast used in the 
pattern effects in the dominating colors 
with which it harmonizes. Elephant 
hide, taupe, and skin of mice will -be 
the gray shades featured. -iIn* the 
greens we have sage, olive, hunter, 
bronze, Atkantic and bottle green. In 
the browns, mocha, Hevana, leaf, choc- 
Olate and wood shades. Some of the 
odd shades will be champagne, Bur- 
gundy, amethyst, electric blue and 
plum. In the flannels for outing wear 
there will be some very daring tones 
and combination effects with white as 
a foundation, but these will not attain 
any great degree of popularity. 
Every season there are many ingeni- 
ous and ofttimes unique conceptions 
evolved in men’s apparel. Some of these 
return after a season as general fash- 
ions, but the most fall by the wayside 
and are only shown by extreme Jealers 
and adopted by the few who court sen- 
sation in their style. Some of the novel 
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ideas that are shown this season we 
shall attempt to describe, though many 
are so complicated and fanciful in de- 
tail that but a meager idea-can_ be 
transcribed of their singularity. In the 
hope, however, that we may be able 
to minimize the shock when you do 
meét them we shall endeavor to touch 
upon some of the most startling.

DeMaupassant, the French wizard of 
realism and the short story, etches one 
ef his weirdest and most powerful 
tales into the mind with the passion 
for furniture as a background. 

A dreamer in whose glowing im- 
agination were strangely coupled 
strands of poetry and glieams of mad- 
ness, has developed an almost morbid 
love for antiques of every conceiv- 
able variety. 

One day he chances upon a cabinet 
of curious design and great age. He 
takes it home and waking and sleeping 
it occupies his thoughts, as the 
thought of his mistress dominates the 
life of the lover in that era when he 
lives and moves and has his being in 
the light that never was on land Or 
gea. 

Curiously it comes to him that the 
cabinet is endowed with personality. 
Going to it, he explores breathlessly 
for a hidden spring. Pressing his 
finger vaguely, a cleverly concealed 
drawer flies open and discloses a-long 
tress of wavy auburn hair. The lights 
burn in it dully, and he reconstructs 
in his mind's eye the regal and ap- 
pealing creature whose shapely head it 
must once have adorned. 

The remainder of the story does not 
matter. The main point is that his ob- 
session for the grace and the romance 
of furniture, that plainest thing in 
everyday life, brought to him a fan- 
tastic and grotesque joy, the climax of 
which would make it worth your while 
to look up the story. 

Those things that lie nearest to us 
we are apt to overlook or to ugder- 
estimate. The chemistry of the sun- 
whine and the vibrating air is one of 
“the most wonderful things in crea- 
tion. Yet their very commonplaceness 
makes us negligent of them. 

Next to fashions and food, furniture 
is the chief thing in our lives. 

From Cradle to Grave. 

It is a necessary witness at our 
birth. From the high chair of the in- 
fant we dominate the nursery. Nar- 
row must be the sofa that accommo- 
dates the wooing couple. Polished and 
new is the table across which we look 
at our brides at the first break fast. 
Life has no greater joy than the se- 
Pection of the crib for the coming lit- 
tle stranger. And, at the last, the 
bed supports us in that which is but 
the heavier semblance of waking slum- 
ber. 

Waking or sleeping, rich or poor, 
high and low, it is always with and of 
us. It is one of the world’s great de- 
mocracies, whether it tones the bare- 
ness of the cot of the laborer in the 
forest or emblazons with splendor jhe 
palaces of kings. 

Furniture in america. 

Furniture in Amertea has run a 
strange yet a characteristic course. 
We have the imitativeness of the Japa- 
nese, with the added genius af im- 
proving on the original and of origi- 
nating on our own account. 

These traits are plainly visible in 
the thistory of the chattels adorning 
our homes, from the Pilgrim fathers 
to this good year of our Lord. Ro- 
mance, too, is there in abundance, 
You could partially write a history of

Greek 
and Roman borrowed grom the Egyp- 
tian and adapted and improved. 
Their several ideas are dimly visible 
here and there in the furniture of to- 
day. 

True American Furniture. 

It would be difficult to place one's 
finger On any one style of furniture 
that is truly and unqualifiedly Ameri- 
can. Perhaps the Indian splint woula 


come nearer filling the definition. When 


the settlers landed at Jamestown, 
bringing with them specimens of the 
styles then prevailing in England, they 
were confronted with the simpler and 
more easily constructed furniture of 
the red man. Unquestionably it was 
adopted in part in the new homes ona 
new continent which was later to 
evolve in the world’s greatest nation. 

Quick of make and pliable to varying 
tastes, it lent 
genciés of the wilderness. Men needed, 
when they steadily pushed their uncertain 
outposts into virgin and unknown coun- 
try, such goods as could quickly be 
replaced and the weight of which op- 
posed no obstacie to rapid transporia- 
tion, 

The splint has come down to our day 
in an infinite variety of form and ap- 
plications. It is possibly more preva- 
lent now in the rural southern states, 
especially the mountainous sections, 
than any other. Great manufacturers 
of furniture have been quick to see the 
artistic and utilitarian possibilities of 
splint, and to the original geniug of the 
aboriginee they have added the ingenu- 
ity and adaptability of civilization, so 
that today it is questionable if the fore- 
fathers would recognize for the same 
furniture the handsome and heavy 
splint that decorates homes of high and 
low degree.

As a matter of fact, 
so insistent is the demand in our own 
country, the manufacturers are in 
no hurry to cultivate foreign markets. 
Profit as great Hes nearer home. 
Dining room, library, club room and 
porch mainly exemplify the peculiar 
mission style of today’s America. 


Colonial Furniture, 

American homes of the present 
fitted almost exclusively, if we se 
for the dominating and prev 
note, with that which is known ga (£ol- 
Onial furniture. The more fragil® and 
affected, French styles originating with 
the three Louis’ are giving way to the 
Plainness and simplicity and stability

Of course, there are decided adapta- 
tions and improvements. The Ameri- 
can is the canniest craftstnan in cre- 
ation, Given first a broad general] out- 
line that meets his approval; he is won- 
drously skillful at applying it in new 
and striking and ornate ways. He is 
world-wide, too, in his way and not a 
ibit conceited. If he decided that the de- 
signs Of the accepted masters can be 
bettered, he borrows from Dutch or 
Chinese or Italian or Renaissance. Oft- 
ener than otherwise, the result is a dis- 
tinct advance over the original. 

No Great American Designers. 

It is but fair to say, however, that as 
yet America has given to the world 
few great original designers of furni- 
ture. Ingenuity we have, and improva- 
bility in abundance. But of the genius 
that blazes new trails, even in the face 
of ridicule and opposjtion, we have as 
yet developed little. 

Origin of Our Styles. 

When the Pilgrims landed from the 
Mayflower and the English _sett’ers 
later at Jamestown, they brought, of 
course, specimens of the furniture fash- 
ions then prevalent in the old world. 
for 
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the first years. They were not many of 
them men of large wealth, and it is 
not to be swpposed that they would 
cumber the small ships with wares 
that must face the untried hardships 
of a new land. 

For an appreciable period furniture 
continued to be imported from Eng- 
‘land and the European continent. 
Gradually artisans settled in America 
and began the work of founding this 
great American industry. 

Modeling from the samples of foreign 
furniture, then in America, they set up 
factories and cabinet shops, first in a 
small way, jater branching oul, so that 
eventually all the colonies were supplied 
from native sources. | 


The South Took Precedence. 

In the earlier colonial days the south- 
ern cavalier, with his love for grace 
and color, imported the handsomest and 
most stylish of the furniture then ob- 
taining across the ocean. 

He was naturally a manufacturer, a 
trait his sons are today just beginning 
to overcome, 

The finer wares were to ornament his 
baronial estates, must come with the 
approved foreign brand upon them. 

To this day, specimens of Chippendale, 
Shearer, Sheraton, Hepplewhite, Adams 
and Ince, in the original, are found in 
old southern homes in Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Mobile and New Orleans. Manu- 
facturers make it a point to semj-occa- 
sionally haunt these old cities. It hap- 
pens now and then that unique or orna- 
mental designs, overlooked in the rush 
of advancement, will be found in some 
ola colonial home, covered literally with 
the dust of the decades and hallowed 
sometimes by memories of four wars. 
If such specimens are purchasable, they 
are taken to manufacturing centers, 
later to issue in volume to the four cor- 
ners of the country. 

The Great English Masters. 

The eighteenth century witnessed the 
appearance and the achievement of the 
great English masters of designs, whose 
influence is of overshadowing importance 
on the American furniture of today. 

There are three of them of towering 
consequence: Chippendale, Hepplewhite 
and Sheraton.

He was more of an aesthet than Chip- 
pendale, and there is probably more su- 
perficial ‘beauty in his work, though it 
is doubtful if it possesses the durability 
of the other man’s pieces, 

He was, too, a great patron of drap- 
ery, which he managed to manipulate 
in ithe most dextrous and graceful of 
fashions. Gilding and color figure prom- 
inently in his schmes thouh, gsa a 
rule, his predominating characteristic is 
inlaying, at which he was an expert. 

Later in his life when the spark of 
Originality had grown somewhat feeble 
and when French furniture was replac- 
ing that of the solid English designs, 
he more and moresabandoned efforts to 
initiate, finally confinfng his work al- 
most exclusively to patterns along the

It is lWkely the roller-top desk and 
the office appliances 
which distinguish the American. office 
as the most convenient and modern in 
the world, are all outgrowths of the 
types of these three great maers in 
conjunction with French and Dwteb fur- 
niture. 

The Louwis’s. 

The thnee French kings, Louls XIV, 
XV and XVI, have given their names to 
designs whion figure extensively in the 
of today, although the French 
receding in popular 
the purer and simpler 
types originated by the English design- 
ers. 

It is probably a safe assertion that 
French *construction influenced EXnglish 
furniture designers more indireotly than 
directly. 

In many instances, KM is noticeable 
that Ohippendale and his contempora- 
ries, even the designers of today, bor- 
row here and there an idea from France 
but eliminate its more pronounced vaga- 
ries in favor of the more wtllMarian 
methods of the English.

mixed treatments, and most exquisite ef- 
fects are designed. The most prominent 
colors in all neckwear for spring are 
greens in medium and dark tones, soft 
blue, pium, wistaria, taupe, dark red 
shades, burgundy, catawba, rich laven- 
Ger, helidtrope and gun metal. Some of 
the patterns show smal) fruits and flow- 
ers, but bold stripes and large conven- 
tional designg are more fashionable. For 
later in the summer when the negligee 
effects are in vogue the colors for neck- 
wear will assume a lighter tone than the 
early spring showing.

Solid colors in silks and rich 
sating are also anticipating popularity. 
For the negligee wear many of the bat 
wing ties will have rounded ends similar 
to those in the full dress ties, Others 
have fancy border effects in self solors 
on the ends. In hosiery, silk ‘will, of 
course, be favored by those who can ai- 
ford to indulge themselves, and since the 
popularity of the turn-up trousers and low 
shoes, it is well to cheapen up somewhere 
else and appropriate silk hose, as hosiery 
is an important feature of the man’s 
wardrobe. However, there are many beau- 
tiful effects to be had in the near-silk 
materials, such as the gilk plaited, Iisle 
or mercerized fabrics. High colors will 
predominate chiefiy in the Jacquard and 
clocked effects. In the silk hose, the ac- 
cordion weaves are most popular, and 
next to these the monotones with self 
clocks. A new effect borrowed from the 
Ladies’ hose is the crow’'s foot clocking 
in contrasting colors. In all hose, stripes 
and embroidered flowers are popular. 
The hose must match the cravat, hence 
the same colors are fashionable. 

‘In shirts, stripes will predominate in 
bold tones, having swivel designs at reg- 
ular intervals along their length. In the 
negiigee shirts some are shown without 
the customary central plait and are even 
devoid of stitching along the line of the 
button holes. Stiff bosom shirts for 
carly wear are showing a good many 
effects in cross bar or horizontal pat- 
terns, and the cuffs have rounded cor- 
ners. . French flannel will be a popular 
material in the soft shirts, and these are 
shown chiefly in satin stripes about a 
half inch wide as well as stripes with 
horigontal bars crossing in kindred tones.

Coat shirts with 
cuffs attached have the call; in fact, the 
detached cuffs are no longer considered 
fashionable. Many prefer them, however, 
and bring forth the argument that the 
cuffs wear out so much sooner than the 
Shirt, and consider them an impractical 
extravagance. This argument is over- 
come by many of the shirt makers now 
by furnishing extra cuffs; unlaundered, 
to be attached to the shirt when the 
original cuffs have petered out. A neg- 
ligee shirt with three box plaits on either 
side of the central plait is one of the 
season’s novelties. Silk shirts with dif- 
ferent patterns from the body cloth are 
also extensively shown. Madras, cheviot 
and percales will, however, be the popu- 
lar materfals of the season, and these 
will be chiefly in blended stripe effects 
and small flowered designs, Rjussian 
cords are very fashionable, and are 
shown in the higher priced lines. Wing 
collars are decreed for early spring, but 
as the season advances the fold collars 
will assert themselves. -The close fold 
collar is the most fashionable, and with 
this style the cravat is tied in a tight 
knot, which-is almost hidden under the 
fold. In some of these close fold shapes 
there is a slight spread at the bottom 
by rounding the -corners, and thus the 
cravat peeks out. The latest English 
wing collar shows the tabs very oval in 
shape, and much narrower than we are 
accustomed to over here. It promises to 
be popular, however, this summer. With 
these collars the Ascot or Duke of York 
ties are worn tied loosely and with much 
spread. 

‘ A novelty in collars pointed to be used 
with dinner coats is a pique with the 
Stripes crossing the collar and not run- 
ning lengthwise. These, it is expected, 
will meet with much favor not only as a 
novelty, but as well from their practi- 
cability, as-ghey will outwear the regu- 
lar collar in/laundering. They are shown 


in a high-fold-over model with close 
lock front and square corners. 

The fashionable handkerchiefs this 
season have the narrow border and there 
is a tendency to ghow more white ground 
and tess color. In both white and fancy 
effects the border is about one-quarter 
and three-eighths inch wide. Some at- 
tractive effects have the white ground 
with borders in colors of blue, green, 
heliotrope, tan, gray and Havana brown, 
also in black for mourning wear.

It might’ well here to note some of 
the extrem that have recently been 
launched ir vaistcoats.

others are departures that really make 
strikingly beautiful effects, and we are 
likely to become better acquainted with 
them after the preliminary shock that 
almost every radical departure causes, 
no matter how artistic or practical it 
subsequently proves to be. 

One of these waistcoats, that is a 
departure from the conventional for 
evening dress, is a buff broadcioth, and 
it réally is attractive. Another, for 
Tuxedo wear, though heroic in tone, is 
not at all inartistic. It is a three- 
button effect in bold diagonal stripes, 
with pique edging at the neck. It 
collarless. A conception for day dress 
is a reversible vest, having a different 
pattern inside and out. It can be worn 
on either side, really making two vests 
in one. One, by the way, is double- 
breasted and the other single-breasted. 
Another vest shown for evening wear 
has but one button, and is made of 
white duck. Yet another idea is a com- 
bination waistcoat and _ shirt. The 
waistcoat is attached to, and is part of, 
the shirt, but of a different fabric and 
pattern from the body of the shirt. It 
is made so that there is a separation 
at the bottom of the waistcoat, that 
the shirt part may be tucked inside of 
the trousers, while the lower part of 
the shirt shows outside. The shirt is 
made coat style.

clothes lack variety of conception, 
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Niceties Men Should Know About 
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O man should primp, but primp- 
ing and keeping a well-ordered 
appearance are two different 

things. There is a sad lack of 
knowledge among men as to how to 
wear their clothes and how to preserve 
the appearance and shapeliness. It is 
not how much you pay for your clothes 
that always gets the best results when 
you put them on. It’s knowing how to 
put them en that ofttimes makes one 
man with less costlier garments out- 
shine the man who pays the price and 
lets it go at that. True that good quai- 
ity in clothes is an essential of shape, 
retention and reliability of fabric, and 
good taste and style are always cam- 
mendable, but there are other details 
in wearing clothes that are necessary 
to achieve the best effect. Note these 
little details carefully and put them 
into practice and you will be surprised 
how much better your clothes will re- 
tain their fit and how much longer 
they will last. These things take very 
little extra time, and cost no more, and 
really are worth while whatever your 
position in society or your inclination 
to adhere strictly to the fashion edicts. 
First see that the coat that you select 
is an easy, full size, artistically draping 
the body and conforming to the general 
lines. Coats no longer cling to the 
body, they are supposed to hang grace- 
fully, draping rather than fitting. The 
coat should cling at the collar and 
fhoulders and nowhere else. The coat 
collar should expose about three-quar- 
ters of an inch of the linen collar and 
the sleeves show about as much of the 
ghirt cuff when your arms are in nor- 
mal position. When you get a new suit 
keep the coat buttoned most of the 
time for the first week that you wear 
it. All garments require a week to 
drape and adjust themselves to your 
figure. A new coat should be worn 
buttoned until it sits and fits perfectly; 
then it may be worn unbuttoned. If 
you are in the habit of keeping your 
coat buttoned the greater part of tie 
time, leave the first button unfastened 
to give grace to the coat and at the 


same time show a bit of the waistcoat. 
This is especially smart when you wear 
a fancy waistcoat. Do not start but- 
toning your coat from the top button 
downward. Buttoning from the top 
creates a strain across the shoulders 
that will have a tendency to make the 
garment sag and wrinkle in time, no 
matter how well it igs constructed. By 
starting to button at the bottom the 
strain is removed. When buttoning a 
coat grasp the lapels firmly and gently 
draw them forward. This gives the 
garment the correct balance, prevents 
creases and insures a smooth front. 
These details will prolong the life, 
save. many pressings and enhance ma- 
terially the looks of one’s coat. 

The waistcoat should be form-fitting 
end ching snugly to the neck, and must 
not bulge or fall away from the shirt 
or collar. The trousers should have a 
rise of from !4 to 15 inches with a 
man of normal height, and with proper 
length of inseam, width in symmetry 
with form. Trouser cuffs should be tail- 
ored.and not roughly turned up. With. 
out cuffs they should be a comfortable 
length so they do not wrinkle at the 
bottom. When sitting always pull them 
up slightly so that they do not bag at 
the knees. Shirt should fit at the collar 
tand and should not gape  ~wnor bind. 
Should be wrapped close to the form 
in the trousers to prevent bulging in 
front. Sleeves to be of comfortable 
length so as not to impede the free 
action of the hands. Cuffs should be 
rounded links and show about three- 
fourths of an inch below the coat 
sleeve when the arms are in a hanging 
position. The collar should fit so that 
the top of it will lie close to the neck, 
fit the shirt band snugly, and should 
not be more than one-quarter of an 
inch larger than the shirt band. Neck- 
wear, whether scarf, four-in-hand or 
folded, should be one and three-fourths 


0 two and one-fourth inches wide, tied 
ftaut to produce a small knot and 
graceful fold when worn with a double 
fold collar; knotted a trifle looser when 
worn with a wing or poke collar. With 


standing collar the wide scarf is prefer- 
able. Regulate so that both ends of-the 
scarf are of the same length when tied. 
The band should be drawn tight on the 
collar, but not so tight as to telescope 
the folds; set the collar firmly in its 
proper place. Scarf pin should be two 
inches below the knot and scarf clasp 
should be fastened to both aprons f 
the shirt front. String ties should ve 
tied tight to the collar with both loops 
tied tight to produce a pinched knot. 
Poth the ends and the loops should be 
the same tength. This effect is eastiy 
obtained by getting the tie of com- 
mensurate length with the collar. Half 
hose should fit snugly and the center 


jseam should run up from the center of 


the foot and back of the leg. Garter to 
be worn adjusted to the inside center 
of the leg and drawn taut enough to 
keep the hose unwrinkled. Shoes should 
be comfortably fitted with the prevaii- 
ing shape of the season. If lace shoes 
are worn, use the narrow laces tied in 
a small knot. The full bows are no 
longer considered good form for men 
since being worn by the ladies. In the 
fat use judgment in getting the crown 
and brim to conform with your fea- 
tures. Any salesman will assist you 
in this matter if you are not sure of 
yourself, as they have no ulterior mo- 
tive in giving you an unbecoming 
shape. Never get a hat too large, rather 
asmall one conforming to the shape of 
your head, to be- worn jauntily and 
slightly back on the forehead. Over- 
garment should be roomy and com- 
fortably full; at least one size larger 
than the suit measurement. Collar to 
hug the linen collar and sit com- 
fortablv on the suit collar. Body to 
hang gracefully and not to bind any- 
where; fitted from the shoulder and 
draped from the arm pits, balanced so 
that the body is in the center of the 
garment. Fronts to hang straight and 
toxy. The spring overcoat can be 
worn with one or two of the lower 
buttons closed. Gloves should be a full 
sige larger than the circumference of 
the hand measurement.

Exne- 
broidery motifs will rwn riot on all 
summer dresses. Plaited frills are seen 
everywhere on shirtwaists,- collars and 
cuffs, neck ruches, gowns and hats. 
These frille have unlimited possibili- 
ties for adding charm to one’s out. 
In shirt waists they are to be laun- 
dered, the cost belnig not much more 
because of the frills, and by tacking 
them together before washing thev can 
be preserved for a lone time. In such 
materiais as net chiffon they keep 
frésh as long as the fabric lasts. The 
plaiting can be had at any of the 
stores by the yard at a smal! cost in a 
great variety of colors and tertiles.
